INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 8.—The proceed- 
ings in tbe senate yesterday were re- 
lieved from monotony by outbursts of 
political feeling, but nothing particular- 
ly eventful occurred, aside from the ac- 
tion taken regarding the governor's mes 
sage. 
Thursday the senate adopted a 
resolution to meet with the house yester 
day morning to hear the message read, 
but immediately after the opening exer- 
cises this morning a change of front was 
indicated by Senator Bailey's motion to 
reconsider this action. 
It was carried 
by a party vote, and upon the order of 
President Smith, the clerk read the mes- 
sage to the senate, the protests of the 
republican 
members against such a 
course being unavailing, all the proceed- 
ings being under the operations of the 
previous question. 
This action was 
much commented upon, and it is under- 
stood to mean thedemocraticmajority in 
the senate are not willing to take 
chances on a joint session for any pur- 
pose, for fear that during its continu- 
ance the vote for lieutenant governor 
may be c mvassed, and it indicates a de- 
termination not to go into the canvass of 
this vote Monday next. 
This compli- 
cates matters considerably, especially so 
since the senate yesterday adopted a 
resolution declaring no vacancy in the 
office of lieutenant governor and then 
adjourned until Tuesday, the day after 
the one appointed to canvass the vote 
for lieutenant governor. 


The temperance bill introduced by 
Senator Thompson, of Jasper, Thurs 
day, provides for licensing druggists to 
sell liquor for medicinal and sacramental 
purposes only, they to give a bond of 
$7,000, and that license shall be issued 
to other persona to sell liquors as bev- 
erages, upon their establishing a good, 
moral character, and the payment of a 
license fee of .$25 a mouth, in advance, 
to thi^couuty treasurer.

or pref^inct in v/hich the saloon is to be 
located, but au appeal can bo taken to 
the circuit court in such cases. 


HOUSE, 


The house had scarcely been called to 
order yesterduy morniug when the re- 
publicans, following the illustrious ex 
ample of their political opponents in the 
otl er end of the c.pitol, took decisive 
steps to i'ortify their rights of the major- 
ity by the passage of rules almost iden- 
tical in substance and effect with those 
adopted by the senate Thusday, giving 
the committee on elections extraordinary 
privileges and tiitir basiness precedence 
over all other. The democrats protested 
against the proceedings, but Speaker 
Sayre refused to recognize any of them. 
The proceedings were revolutionary and 
exciting, fiurpasfiing the senate in this 
resiject. In the afternoon the house re- 
fused to hear the governor's message be- 
cause the senate did not meet with it in 
joint assembly. 
The houae then ad- 
journed until Monday. 


It is understood that the speaker of 
the house will, on Monday, declare and 
publish the result of the election for 
lieutenant governor and that when the 
senate assrembles on Tuesday he will ap- 
pear and assert his rights as presiding 
officer of that body. 
His claim will be 
denied, and what recourse he will take is 
as yet a matter of cocjecture.

I fost visited Baltimore in 1850, 
•writes G. W. Tayleure in the New York 
World. 
My residence there dated from 
1854. 
J. B. Booth—"Old Booth;" J. 
Ii. Gallagher—"Handsome Jim;" then 
Joseph Jefferson, Joseph M. Dawson, 
John S, Clarke, John E. Owens, Will- 
iam Henry Briggs—"Curly Briggs"— 
John T. Ford—these were among my 
professional intimates. 
The greatest of 
actors and best of managers! 
Eheii! 
How the times have changed! 
Briggs 
was, socially and professionally, one of 
the most highly-esteemed actors known 
to the Baltimore stage. 
In 1865, a 
•wreck of the curled darling of '54, he 
contentedlj' served me as a "super" in 
New York for 50 cents a night! 


In the summer of 1863 Major Gen. 
Iiew Wallace snpiiressed the Balti- 
more Evening Transcript 
for "dis- 
loyalty. " Ejected from my own oifice, 
northwest corner Gay and Baltimore 
streets, threatened with imprisonment, 
I walked despondently toward Bar- 
nnm's hotel, a ruined man. 
At the foot 
of the hotel steps I encountered John 
E. Owens. 
He had received from 
George Wood an offer to play at the 
Broadway Theater, New York, and, 
handing me the letter to peruse, asked 
my opinion. 
His acceptance was ad- 
yised. 


"I will accept if you will go with me," 
Owens replied, with emphasis, 


"How, and in what way can I serve 
you?" 


"Manage the press!" was the re- 
sponse. 


The New York engagement began 
August 29, 1864; it terminated May 26, 
1865. 
On the succeeding day we sailed 
for England. 
The monetary results so 
far were $52,000 for Owens, $15,000 for 
myself. 
Although engagexi only to 
''manage the press," my services grad- 
ually widened into the management of 
the Broadway Theater also. 
My com- 
pensation was a fixed salary of $100 per 
•week and 15 per cent, of the net re- 
ceipts. 


The comedy of "Victims" was se- 
lected by Owens as his piece de resist- 
ance. 
Wood dennxnded a farce to fill 
out tho bill, and chose "The Live 
Indian." 
Owens objected that hot 
weather and consequent perspiration 
would render the necessary "make-up" 
of his face impossible, and suggested 
"Forty Winks;" its hero, Spruggins, is 
an old man; Joshua Butterby, in "Vic- 
tims," is young; and John argued that 
the personal contrast thus obtained 
would be advantageous. 
Wood stub- 
bornly opposed the suggestion, and 
finally at the eleventh hour (the printer 
then clamoring for the copy of the 
play-bills), and after a somewhat heated 
discussion, "The Yankee Teamster" was 
selected; but neither Owens nor myself 
liked the title, and after another verbal 
•wrangle the farce was rechristened 
"Solon Shingle." Angrily fanning him- 
self with his straw hat the waiting 
printer clutched the copy I handed 
Mm ftnd quickly left the manager's 
office. 


Fame and fortune at that moment 
accepted Owens as one of their favor- 
ites. 


The receipts of the first night were 
$437, a bad house for those prosperous 
times. 
It was intensely hot, and vexed 
at the somewhat tame effect of his ef- 
forts in the comedy (Henry Dove, in 
"Married Life," "Victims" was pro- 
duced the succeeding night). Owens be- 
gan the farce in a petulant mood. 
He 
had put on 
a double-cape English 
coachman's coat at the conclusion of the 
first scene and boisterously declared he 
wonld no longer endure the heat. 
The 
costumer of the theater hurriedly pro- 
duced a threadbare old overcoat as a 
substitute. 'Twas moth-eaten and dirty, 
but had a cape and was thin. 
With a 
wry face John accepted and donned it. 


This 
soiled 
garment, thus 
acci- 
dentally caught up, became identified 
•with one of the most famous and pros- 
perous "hits" known to the American 
stage. 
Owens paid $3 for it, if I re- 
member aright. 
It helped him make 
thonsi^ds of dollars. 


The total receipts of the first week 
•were only $2,422,75 (Owens' share, 
$581.18). 
They slowly increased to a 
maximum of something over $5,000. 
The average •was about $4,100 in an 
engagement 
of 
thirty-eight 
weeks, 
Owens' terms were graduated upon a 
sliding scale, but 
ijractically 
they 
amounted to one-third of each night's 
gross receipts. 
The greatest house was 
$1,237; the least (twenty-fifth night of 
"Cricket on 
the Hearth"), $264.25. 
• "Solon Shingle" attracted on its one 
hundredth night $900.25, 


The first night of "Paul Pry" and 
"The Live Indian" produced f January 
26, 1865), $731.25; "Forty Winks" and 
"Toodles" (February 20), $870; "Dot" 
(March 13), $680. But two matinees in 
an were given; one of "Solon Shingle," 
$812, ftnd one of 
"Cricket on the 
Hearth," $729.^. 
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years ago, when Mr. Carleton was the 
barytone of that organization. 
A cer- 
tain artist playing prominent roles was 
suspected by a member of the chorus 
with paying tdtogether too much atten- 
tion to the chorister's wife, and the 
artist was duly warned by his friends <» 
keep a close watch on the movements 
of the husband. 
One evening as he 
was passing across the stage to his 
dressing-room, he chanced to hear one 
of the wardrobe women say to another 
that there were buttons off all the sol- 
dier uniforms. 


"Now, as the husband was to be one 
of a file of soldiers whose duty it was to 
fire a volley of shots at the artist as he 
made his escajse up a rocky pass, the 
absence of the buttons—little balls of 
steel—soon awakened suspicion in his 
mind. 
Before the curtain went up on 
the act in which this incident occurred, 
he w^ent to the property man and in- 
sisted on having the charges in the 
chorister's gun examined. 
The firearm 
was taken from the husband's hands, 
and when the load was drawn one of 
the buttons was found rammed down 
under a wad. 
One button had been 
cut from every uniform so as to conceal 
the positive proof that the missile came 
from the husband's gun. 
Had that 
shot been fired and jn-oved fatal, no 
evidence but the thinnest of circum- 
stantial 
testimony 
could have con- 
nected the true murderer with the 
tragedy."—St Louis 
Kepiiblican.

REMINISCENCES OF PUBLIC MEN. 


BY BEN : PEpLEY POOKE. 


Daniel Webster first came to Wash- 
ington in May, 1818, as a.n anti-war 
Representative from New Hampshire, 
and served until March 4, 1817. 
Ee- 
moving from Portsmouth to Boston, he 
came to Washington in December, 
1823, as a Representative from that city, 
and was for several years the only 
boarder at Mr. Mclntyre's on Pennsyl- 
vania avenue, nearly opposite ti\e Na- 
tional Hotel, 
When he was elected 
Senator, in 1827, he boarded for one 
session at 
Dr. Lindsey's, then 
at 
Brown's Hotel, and then at Gadsby's 
National Hotel, where his colleagues. 
Senator Silsbee and 
Eepresentative 
Nathan Appleton, also boarded. 


In December, 1833, Senators Web- 
ster and Silsbee took rooms at Mrs, 
Thompson's boarding house on Lou- 
isiana avenue, near Eighth street, but 
at the commencement of the next ses- 
sion Mr. Webster removed to the house 
of Mrs. Bayliss, opposite the Center 
Market. 
At the commencement of the 
Twenty-fourth Congress, in 1835, he 
was at Brown's Hotel, but removed to 
the boarding house of Mrs. Clements, 
and thence to the boarding house of 
Mrs, Hewitt on Pennsylvania avenue, 
near Second street, where he was when 
he resigned his Senatorship to accept 
the position of Secretary of State from 
President 
Harrison. 
Mr. 
Webster 
is remembered 
by those who were 
his fellow-boarders as having given 
very little trouble and as rarely com- 
plaining. 
He always secured the at- 
tention of servants by liberal fees, and 
he was generous in passing the- wine 
which he used to bring with him from 
his room when he came to dinner. 
He 
was an early riser, and in the winter 
used to build his own wood fire and do 
a good deal of writing before break- 
fast. 
He was very particular about his 
personal appearance, and on one oc- 
casion intimated to a fellow-boarder 
that it was not proper for a gentleman 
to come to the breakfast-table wearing 
a dressing gown. 
Whenever he ex- 
pected to address the Senate or the 
Supreme Court he always arrayed him- 
self with great care, and in the later 
years of his life he wore the old Whig 
colors—blue coat, with bufi" vest and 
black trousers. 
He was not a tall or a 
large man, but his superb head, firmly 
set on a broad pair of shoulders, gave 
him a majestic appearance. 
Mr. Web- 
ster was very familiar with tlie British 
poets, from Spenser to Sheridan, in- 
clusive, and often quoted from them in 
the Senate and in conversation. 
On 
one occasion, when Mr. Buchanan had 
made a speech in the Senate, imputing 
dishonorable conduct to England (as if 
the British Government was still op- 
pressing us under a colonial bondage) 
he quoted a humorous epitaph, which 
had been proposed, he said, for the 
tombstone of a man named Wraxall, as 
follows : 


Mistaking, misdating, 
Mificiting, miswritiiîg, 
MisapcUing, miateUiug, 
111-sorting, distortiug, 
CkJnfusing, abusing, 


Words, speechcH, letters and facts all : 
Here lies the bonos of Nathaniel Wraxall. 
Once'Mr. Lwing, of Ohio, the father 
of Mrs. General Sherman, said, in a 
speech, that if the bill under discussion 
was enacted "our lakes would be barren 
wastes of water, and our canals soli- 
tudes." After that he was called at the 
Capitol "Solitude Ewing." 
On<^ even- 
ing he gave a large party, and Mr. 
Webster arrived late. 
Forcing his way 
through the crowd, he exclaimed, as 
he reached his host : 
' 
Oh. solitude, whoro are the charms 
That sagoB have seen in thy faea? 


It elicited a roar of laughter, in 
which Mr. Ewing joined. Mr. Webster 
also had a great fund of anecdote, and 
loved to describe the leading members 
of the New Hampshire and Massachu- 
setts bars, when he first entered upon 
the practice of the law. 
Occasionally 
he would indulge in a reminiscence of 
his own life, and his narrative of his 
experience as the President of a lum- 
ber company, organized during the 
speculative days in Maine, was very 
amusing, especially his account of a 
visit which he received at Boston from 
a garrulous old dame of Milesian birth, 
who was the possessor of an engraved 
certificate of stock, 
and who had 
come to demand her "davy-dind. " 
Mr, 
Webster 
had 
another 
un- 
fortunate experience 
in 
speculating 
in Illinois lands at Rock 
Island 
City, a town on paper, but far distant 
from the present citj of Kock Island. 
Mr. Webster liked to refer to his 
speech on the Goodrich trial, and he 
claimed that he was an Essex County 
man by descent and distantly connected 
with the poet Whittier. 
They were 
both descended from Christopher Hus- 
sey of Hampton, N. H-, who married a 
daughter of the Kev. Stephen Batchel- 
der, a vivacious old non-conformist, 
who made a good deal of trouble in his 
day. 
Mr. Webster inherited from the 
Batchelders, who afterward settled in 
Salisbury, his swarthy complexion, 
which, as Gen. Stark said, when speak- 
ing of Col, Ebenezer Webster, "burnt 
powder would not change." He was 
familiarly alluded to as "Black Dan" 
in conversation, but I never heard of 
any one who dared to call him by that 
familiar appellation. 


Dr. Thornton, a native of the West 
Indies, 
had charge of the Patent 
Bureau, then in the State Department, 
from the administration of Washington 
until that of John Quincy Adams. 
After his death it was discovered that 
his wife was the daughter of the cele- 
brated Dr. Dodd, executed at London 
for forgery, in the reign of George the 
Third, 
Mrs. Dodd, calli g herself 
Mrs. Badeau, came to Philadelphia, 
wlien Congress sat there, and opened a 
schoal for young ladies, which was pa- 
tronized by the best families in the city. 
Dr. Thornton fell in lovo with her 
young daughter, and, after having been 
confidentially informed of 
her real 
name and parentage, married her. 
He 
removed here when the seat of Govern- 
ment was established here, and his 
wife and mother-in-Jaw used to manage 
him some \ hat despotically, although 
they could 
never conquer liis love 
for horse-racing, to whi. h he wa.s pas- 
sionately addicted, and at no small cost 
to his purse, which was not alwavs able 
to bear it. 
On one occasion a suit was 
brought by him to recover tlie sum of 
thé price of a celebrated race- 
horse, Battler, the defendant contend- 
ing that the horse was broken down 
for want of food before he was sold, 
p eading "no ( onsideration." 
A wag 
present at the trial, hearing Dr. Thorn- 
ton's counsel complaining that they had 
not been paid, as per agreement, wrote : 
With hiB horses unfed, he loses his races, 
With his lawyei-rj unpaid, he loses his cases. 
Dr. Thornton claimed to have been 
the inventor of steam navigation, and 
to Itave màde experiments on the Dela- 
ware before 1 niton made h» on the 
Hildnoii. This rlaim brought tb» two 
inlo ooIiiiW. and > w M l^nH 


assertion narrated the following con- 
versation with him: "I have invented," 
says Fulton, "the conversion of saw- 
dust into planks by hydraulic; pres- 
sure." 
"Oh!" contemptuously replied 
Thornton, "there is nothing new in 
that; I have known of that for a long 
time." 
"But," rejoined Fulton, "you 
never knew of my invention how to

Stock-Growers' 
Journal, 
and is destined to cut no 
small figure in supplying the world 
with meats. 
Tho grazing cap icity of 
Brazil, the Argentine Republic, and 
other South American States is prac- 
tically unlimited, and the only reason 
that more meats have not been shipped 
from those countries is because they 
have not so far been in possession of a 
class of cattle that would produce meat 
that could compete in foreign markets 
with the juicy products of other meat- 
producing sections. 
But this evil is 
likely to be remedied as rapidly as 
money and blood can create better ani- 
mals, for the sharp-eyed Yankee and 
the Englishman with plethoric pocket- 
book have their eyes on the broad 
grazing grounds of this Southern con- 
tinent, and soon there will be such an 
exportation of improved bulls to that 
country as never was known before in 
any country, and the Southern scrubs 
will rapidly disappear and their places 
be talven by better beef-producing ani- 
mals. Then will the improved methods 
of marketing dressed meats be put into 
operation in the large seaport towns on 
a heavy scales, and South America will 
become famous as a source of supply 
for provisioas. 
We have no reason to 
suppose that the grasses in those coun- 
tries will not make as tine a quality of 
beef as the grasses of any other coun- 
try in the world, and when once a good 
breed of c attle has taken the place of 
the inferior cattle now grazmg there, 
we shall see good meats in abundance 
shipped from Buenos Ayres and other 
convenient ports. 
In fact, the climate 
conditions of a great part of South 
America are exactly such as would 
produce the most nutritious grasses, 
the heavy rainfalls which cause sucii a 
luxuriant growth of grass being fol- 
lowed by long seasons of sunshine, 
which cures the grass so effectually. 
Ere long the pampas of South Amer- 
ica will be browsed by shorthorns and 
Herefords, which are looked after by 
Engl shmen and Americans, who will 
also operate large dressed-beef estab- 
lishments, and help to keep up the 
world's suijply of meat,

Those were tronblons times, indeed, 
when we were trying to settle up the 
new world and a few other matters at 
the same time. 


Little do the soft-eyed sons of pros- 
perity 
understand 
to-day, as 
they 
walk'the paved streets of the West un- 
der the cold glitter of the electric 
light, surrounded by all that can go to 
make life sweet and desirable, that 
not many years ago, on that same 
ground, their fathers had fought the 
untutored savage by night, and chased 
the bounding buffalo by day. 


All, all is changed. 
Time in his 
restless and resistless flight has filed 
away those early years in the County 
Clerk's office, and these times are not 
the old times. 
With the march of civ- 
ilization I notice that it is safer for a 
man to attend a theater than in the 
early days of the wild and woolly West. 
Time has made it easier for one to go 
to the opera and bring his daylights 
home with him than it used to be. 


It seems but a few short years since 
my room-mate came home one night 
with a long red furrow plowed alon^ 
tbe top of his head, where some gentle- 
man at the theater had shot him by 
mistake, 
iMy room-mate said that a 
ta 1 man had objected to the pianist, 
and suggested that he was playing pi- 
anissimo when he should have played 
fortissimo, and trouble grew out of 
this which had ended in the death of 
the pianist and the injury of several 
disinterested spectators. 


And yet the excitement of knowing 
that you might be killed at any mo- 
ment made the theater more attractive, 
and instead of scaring men away it 
rather induced patronage. 
Of course 
it prevented the attendance of ladies 
who were at all timid, but it did not 
cause any falling oft' in the receipts. 
Some thought it aided a good deal, es- 
pecially where the show itself didn't 
have much blood in it. 


The Bella Union was a pretty fair 
sample of the theater in those days. 
It was a low, wooden structure, with a 
lierpetual band on the outside, that 
played gay and festive tunes early and 
ofteu. 
Inside you could poison your 
soul at the bar and see the show at oae 
and the same price of admission. 
In 
an adjoiniftg room silent men joined 
the hosts of faro, and the timid tender- 
foot gamboled o'er the green. 


I visited this place of amusement one 
evening in the capacity of a reporter 
for the paper. I would not admit this, 
even at this late day, only that it has 
been overlooked in Mr. Talmage since, 
and if he could go through such an 
ordeal in the interests of humanity, I 
might be forgiven for going there pro- 
fessionally to write up the show for 
our amusement column. 


The programme was quite varied. Ne- 
gro minstrelsy, sleight-of-hand, opera 
bouffe, high tragedy, and that Orien- 
tal style of quadrille called the kiian- 
khan, if my sluggish memory be not at 
a ult, formed the principal attractions 
of the evening. 


At about 10:30 or 11 o'clock the 
khan-khan was produced upon the stage. 
In the midst of it a tall man rose up 
at the back of the hall, and came firm- 
ly djwn the aisle with a large, earnest 
revolver in his right hand. 
He was a 
powerfully built man, with a dyed 
mvistache and wicked eye on each side 
of his thin, red nose. 
He threw up the 
revolver with a little click that sounded 
very loud to me, for he had stopped 
rigiit behind me and rested his left 
hand on my shoulder as he gazed over 
on the stage. 
I could distinctly hear 
his breath come and go, for it was a 
very loud breath, with tbe odor of 
onions and emigrant whisky upon it. 


The orchestra })aused in the middle 
of a snort, and the man wliose duty it 
was to swallow the clarinet pulled 
seven or eight inches of the instrument 
out of his face and looked wildly 
around. 
The gentleman who bad been 
agitating the feelings of the bass viol 
laid it down on the side, crawled in be- 
hind it and spread a sheet of music 
over his head. 


The stage manager came forward to 
the footlights and inquired what was 
wanted. 
The tall man with the self- 
cocking credentials answered simply: 


"By Dashety Blank to Blank Blank 
and back again, I want my wife!" 


The manager stepped back into the 
wings for a moment, and when he came 
forward he also had a large musical 
instrument such as Mr. Kemington 
used to make before he went into the 
type-writer business. 
I can still re- 
member how large tho hole in the bar- 
rel looked to me, and how I wished I 
had gone to the meeting of the Literary 
Club that evening, us I had at first in- 
tended to do. 


Literature was really more in my 
line than the drama. 
I still thought 
that it was not too late, perhaps, and 
so I rose and went out quietly so as not 
to disturb any one, and, as I went down 
the a sle the tall man and stage man- 
ager exchanged regrets. 


I looked back in time to see the tall 
man fall in the aisle with his face in the 
sawdust and liis hand over hi.<< breast. 
Then I wenl out of the theater in an 
aimless sort of way, taking a north- 
easterly direction as the crow flies. I 
do not think I ran over a mile or two in 
this way before I discovered that I was 
going directlv away from home. I rest- 
ed awhile and then returned. 


On the street I met the stage man- 
ager and the tall, dark man just as they 
we e coming out of the Moss Agate 
saloon. They said they were very soxry 
to notice that I got up and came away 
at a point in the programme where 
they had introduced what they had re- 
garded as the best feature of the show. 


This incident had a great deal to do 
with turning my attention in the direc- 
tion of the drama. 


i:ut I am glad to notice that many of 
the horrors of the drama are being 
gradually eliminated as the country 
gets more thickly settled, and the gory 
tragedy of a few years ago is gradually 
giving place to the refining influences 
of "The Tin Soldier" and ''A Kag 
Baby,"

mate business. 
Such ones may }>ossi- 
bly be as safe in this mining business 
as in any other.

An old California miner told me of an 
expert assayer, who had avoided every 
snare. 
He liad the habit of taking into 
the mine he was to test, bags, in which 
he carefully deposited the specimens he 
found, tying, labelling, 
and 
sealing

His reports gained im-

deceive him.

him to the train with $50, and bribed 
the |»orter of the sleeping car, into 
whose charge the bags bad been com- 
mitted, to leave them with him for half 
an hour. 
He then, by means of fine

solutions, 
chlorides, 
I 
think, of gold and silver, and returned 
them unopened to the porter's custody.

SCENES IN MODERN ATHENS. 
Without seeking guidance at the ho- 
tel, I plunged into the warm daylight 
of the stre(jts, designing to find the 
Acropolis, or lose myself educationally, 
if that were possible. 
For a moment 
the glare of the white buildings and 
white pavement in this Stadion street 
was blinding. The sky was of the deep- 
est blue; there was 
nothing more 
opaque than a few shreds of diaphanous 
cloud to temper the heat of the sun. 


There were tram-cars in the street, 
and hackneA'-coaches, and produce carts 
di-awn by mules or asses. 
Both i:>avc- 
ments were thi'onged with pedestrians, 
military and civilians; mercljants, Al- 
]>nnians, countrymen, and foreignei's. 
Nt-wslntys rustled- their sheets under 
the noses of the passers-by: 
"Ultiina- 
tuiii from the powers! More British 
ships in Piramsl" eliciting shrugs of the 
shoulders from those Avho were con- 
tent to hear the news philosophically, 
without paying for it, and coppers from 
»thers. 
At the corners sat elderly wo- 
men, lean and yellow, with little tables 
of confectionery, pens, ink, and paper; 
and a Greek boy, hurrying to school, 
would now and again pay his halfpenny 
and snateli a cube of "Turkish delight" 
from the crones. 
The cafes were open- 
ing, and the bakers sending their carts 
here, there, everywhere. 
Hydrostatic 
vans did what they could to lay the 
rising attic dust. 
A troop of ugly Nu- 
bian women, with 
muscular 
frames, 
stood 
in 
a recess, 
chattering with 
much 
glitter 
of 
white teeth; tliey 
had greens to sell, fresh picked irom 
the banks of the Ilissus—all the neces- 
saries for the salad so much beloved of 
a true Greek; and at intervals a smart 
youngster darted at the feet of the re- 
si)ectable wayfarer, and besought him 
to be allowed to clean his boots for five 
lepta, or less than a halfpenny. 


Confessedly, the Athenian thorough- 
fares have their share of animation, 
and of noise too; for, leaving the palace 
of King George more and more to the 
rear, the shouts of itinerant sellers of 
this thing and that (from the entrails 
of a lamb to a packet of pins and 
needles) became increasingly annoying. 
Moreover, the Orieental's love of a 
bargain was no insignificant factor in 
the riot. 
The true-born Greek would 
no more think of paying a first price 
than the wife of my lord duke in May- 
fair would think of demurring to it, and 
chaffering for an abatement.

It is known that for some weeks Jcdm 
Boach, the ship-bnildeT, has been confined 
to his residence in gradually failing health. 
According to his own desire, that -his 
friends should not be needlessly alarmed 
and apprehensire of the effect upon him of 


learning the real nature of the disease from 
which he is suffering, his family and phy- 
sicians have been reticent in regard to lus 
condition. 
Mr. lioach, however, 
now 
realizes fully the impossibility of recoveiy, 
and the reason for concealment no longer 
exists. 
In 


view of this fact, a representa- 
tive of Mr. Roach's family has made the 
following authoritative statement of hia 
condition 


" Mr. Roach is beyond the reach of medi- 
icul help Piive in the alleviation of his suf- 
ferings, wliich have loaij been incessant and 
intense. 
His disease is epithelioma, and 
its development has been very similar to 
the caKe of General Grant, the location, 
however, being the roof of the mouth in- 
stead of the throat. 
All efforts to aiTest it» 
prouresshnve failed, and only his powerful 
constitution has sustained him so long. He 
has never seen a well day since the entire 
nervous prostration consequent upon his 
assignment eighteen months ago. 
From, 
that cruBhing blow he could not rally, and 
the cancer began to develop last January. 
In March an operation was performed, in 
the hope that the disease might be eradi- 
cated. In the summer the trouble returned,, 
and it became evident to the physicians that 
there was no hope. Mr. Roach is now fail- 
ing gradaaily, his agony relieved only by 
anodynes." ' 


Ship-building on the Delaware was made 
famous through John Roach, and who also 
may be said to have built the city of Ches- 
ter, Pa.; at least, he lias been instrumental 
in making the city what it is to-day, a great 
ship-building metropolis. 
Mr. Roach was 
born in Ireland, but was reared in America, 
in the city of New York. 
Prior to his 
starting in business on his own acconuit he 
was a common workman in the Allaire 
"Works. 
At this 
place 
he soon ad- 
vanced himself, through his adaptability 
to business, to the position of foreman, 
after which he established himself in bosi- 
ness with a very small capital, but his old 
employer's recommendation assisted him to 
a moderate credit, and his natural force 
soon gave him prominence. 
In 1867 he 
was financially able to purchase the Morgan 
Iron Worus. for aoout $400,000, and in 1868 
the Neptune Works, for $150,000; and two 
years later the Franklin Forge, for $125,- 
000, and also a large property at Chester, 
Pa., where he subsequently put in opera- 
tion the extensive works known as the 
Delawaie Riv-r Iron, Ship-building and 
Engine Works, of which corporation Mr. 
Roach was the President and owner. 
He 
is the builder of numbers of vessels for 
the United States Government. 


Recoilcdjoiss of Carlyle. 


One day the talk ft ll u7»on Iiis books. 
"Poor tdd Sartor!" he said. 
"It's a 
book in which I take little satisfaction; 
really :i book worth very little as a 
work of iirt, a fragm> ntary, disjointed, 
vehement i>ro(luctioL.

when I was livin' at Craigenputtock, 
one o' tile solitariest ])hices on the face 
o' the eartli; a wild moorlimd place 
where one might labor without inter- 
ruption and bo not altogether without 
peace such as London cannot give.

I've had but one

other but just the truth, and that if 
men did not want to bo damned to all 
eternity, thoy had best give up lyin' 
and all kinds o' falsehood; that the 
w orld was so far gouo already through 
1 vin' and that there's no hope for it save 
jlist so far as men iind out and believe 
the truth and match their lives to it. 
lint on the whole the world has gone on 
lyin'worse than ever! [A laugh 1. It's 
not a very pleasing retrospect—these 
books o' mine—of a long life; a beg» 
gardly accoimt of empty boxes."

State Finances. 


The reports of the Auditor of State for the 
fiscal years ending Oct. 31, 1885, and Oct. 31, 
1836. will give you in detail the financial trans- 
actions of tbe State Government for those two 
years 


For the past ten years the tax levy for State 
purposes has been fixed by law at 12 cents on 
the »100, and at the time such levy was fi ed it 
was only deemed to be sufficient to meet the 
usual and ordinary expenses of the State and 
its institutions. 


In that period the State has largely developed 
in her material, financial and commercial re- 
sources, and the cost of the maintenance of her 
institutions has also increased on account of 
the increased number of inmates. 
New offices 
have been created, and new duties have been 
added to the old offices, which have likewise 
largely aided in increasing the current and 
ordinary expenses of the State. 


In addition to such expenses, there have been. 


from time to time, as each General Assembly 
convened, appropriated from the general fund, 
from which all the expenses of the State Gov- 
ernment and her institutions are paid, large 
suras for unusual or extraordinary expenses. 


Tbe State has in part been enabled to pav the 
larfee amount of extraordinary appropriations 
by anticipating the revenue of each ensuing 
year in the way of advances by several Coimty 
Iteasurers, as provided by law. 


The amount of advances has increased from 
year to vear. as the pressure upon the Treasury 
for funds has grown, until such advances for 
the fiscal year ending October 31,1886, amounted 
to the sum of 


The State Government 
has, 
during 
said 
years, been carefully and economically admin- 
istered, without the loss of a single dollar to 
its revenues by defalcation or official neglect of 
duty. 


In the construction of the new State House 
£230,000 has been appropriated and paid from 
the general fund. 


The construction of the Female Depnrtment 
of tbe Indiana Hospital for Insane, at Indian- 
apolis, begun in May, 1«75, and completed June 
1S84, was wholly paid for l>y appropriations 
out of tbe General Fund at a cost of 
,* at, of 
which sum «j22,OOJ has been paid since April 1, 
1877. 


Also the construction of the three additional 
Hospitals for Insane has been entirely provided 
for out of the General Fund. The amount now 
aiithorized by app opriations to be dtawn from 
the General Fund on account of these institu- 
tions is %l,16 i,800, of which amount thera bad 
been paid at the close of the last fiscal year the 
•um of «747,255.73. 


The appropriations from the general fund for 
extraordinary expenses from the 1st day of No- 
vember, 1883, until the 1st day of November, 
188J, as taken from tbe report of the Auditor of 
State, amount to «l,20s,&52.0 ', and show the con- 
tinual sapping of the revenues, which were only 
intended to pay the current expenses of admin- 
istering tbe State government. 


The amount expended for like purposes from 
January 1,1877, to November 1, 1883, was per- 
haps as large. 


In the foregoing amount there has been no at- 
tempt to include many small specific appropria- 
tions or the increase in current expenses of our 
[;reat and growing State, occasioned by the le- 
gitimate expansion 
of 
our public 
institu- 
tions, the creation of new offices, and the 
enlargement of the duties of older offices. 


In 1885, the General Assembly, by an act ap- 
pro\ed February 21, 1885, authorized the Gov- 
ernor, Auditor and Treasurer to make a tempo- 
rary loan of 
£600,000.00, redeemable at tbe 
leusure of the State afler five years and paya- 
ile in ten years, at a rate of interest not ex- 


•aid cratstaadiiig teinpQnrjr lo«a bondi of ISW,* 


ceeding four per cent, per annum. It was also 
provided in the same act, that whenever it was 
ascertained that the temporary loan indebted- 
ness of the State, or any part, could be funded 
ftt a lower rate of interest, and that such offi- 
cers could negotiate and secure the funding of 
such temporary 
loan at such 
lower rate, 
they were authorized to iund snch indebtedness 
at 
such 
lower rat« 
for a period not less 
than five years, nor more than ten years. 


There was outstanding at the time a tem- 
porary loan of indebtedness of « 85,000, ftsued 
April 1,1879, payable April, 1,1889, and redeem- 
able at tbe pleasure of the State after April 1, 
1831. bearing interest at tbe rate of 5 -per cent, 
per annum. 


It was ascertained that snch indebtedness 
could be funded at a lower rate of interest. 
Bids were invited through public advertise- 
ment upon each of said loans, and the loans 
were awarded to Mr. Walter Stanton, of New 
York City, as the lowest and best bidder. 
The 
bonds erf the State, dated April 1,1681, were 
issued, denominated "registered iMmd, tem' 
porsryU 
mterest, 
loan tiM 
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paid into the State treastuqr to the «tedit at tlw 
general fond. 


The premium received upon fhe «600,000 was 
mnoh smaller than received npon the «565,000 
funding loan, because the law required the 
former to begredeemable at the pleasure of the 
State after five years while the latter was paya- 
ble in ten yean. bapits^ts regarding it a very 
desirable investment. 
. The General Assembly, by am aet approved 
March 31, 1885, authorized the Governor, Au- 
ditor, and Treasurer to make a temporary loan 
of «500,00J by issuing and selling the bonds of 
the State, redeemable in not less than Ave nor 
more than ten years, bearing interest at a rate 
not exceeding four per cent, per annnm, pay- 
able semi-annually, to meet the anproipriatioiis 
for the new State House. 


According to public notice of the sale of said 
bonds, said loan was awarded to the lowest and 
best bidder, and in pursuance of sneh bids the 
bonds of the State were issued, denominated 
'Begistered New State House Bond, Temporary 
Loan," dated May 1,1885, payable in ten years, 
bearing three and one-half per eent interest 
per annum, payable temi-annually, npon which 
loan the State received a premium of one and 
one-half per cent, amounting to «7,500, and the 
sum of «537,500 was deposited in the State 
Treasury to the credit of the New State Hoase 
Fund, as the law directed. 


The credit of the State has so improved that 
said loans were negotiated at a rate of interest, 
with the oremiums received, tbat will make 
said loans avcrtge about H^i per cent., and tbe 
refunding oc .-&,id temporary loan of April 1, 
1879. will mai:e an annual saving of «8,775 in in- 
tere t. 


Under provisions of "An act to provide a fond 
for the permanenr endowment of the Indiana 
University and for the investment of the same," 
approved March 3 2883, a sum exceeding «60,000 
of said permanen* f:naowment fund had been 
paid into the State Treasury, and, the State 
needing a loan to 
meet a casual 
deficit 
in 
^ e 
revenue and 
to 
pay 
tbe 
in- 
terest 
on 
the 
public 
debt, 
tbe 
sum 
of «60,000 was, in 
pursuance 
of 
section 
6 of said act, transferred from said fund to the 
credit of the general fund. As provided in said 
act, a non-negotiable bond of the State for laid 
amount was made and issued by tbe Governor 
and treasurer, attested by the Secretary of State 
with the State s6al, to the trustees of said uni- 
versity, dated October 1, 1885, payable in fifty 
years at the option of the State, bearing five 
per eent. interest, to be paid semi-annually, on 
the first days of May and November, in each 
year, until said bond is paid. 


The total amouut borrowed for the benefit of 
the general fund was «660,000, and, deducting 
such amount from the amount of the said ex* 
traordinary expenses, «1,208,852.02, will show 
that during said years 1883, 1884, 1885, and 1886, 
the sum of «548,852.02 has been paid from the 
revenues of tbe State, over and above the 
ordinary expenses. 


It w.ll be appari 
not engage in tbe construction of expensive and 


be apparent to you tbat the State can 


elaborate improvements without increasing the 
tax levy for State purposes, or borrowing the 
necessary moneys to meet tbe additional cost of 
such improvem nts. Considering the excellent 
credit of tbe State. I have no hesitation in rec- 
ommending the borrowing of the necessary 
funds in preference to increasing the rate of 
taxation. 


The net receipts to the general fund from all 
sources, exclusive of «257,936.76 advanced by 
counties and «679,215.75 received on loans, for 
the fiscal year ending October 31, 1885, were 
«1,424,249.10, while the expenditures from tbe 
same fund, exclusive of advances returned to 
«1.424, 


counties during such year, pursuant to appro- 
priations, were «2,> b3,065.61. 


The net receipts to the same fund, exclnsive 
of advances by counties, for the fiscal year end- 
ing Oct 31, 1H86, were «1,421,3 0.81, while the ex- 
penditures from tbe same fund, exclusive of 
advances returned by counties, during such 
year, pursuant to appropriations, were «1,619,- 
537.78, The expenditures of the last year are 
not equal to those of the former year, because 
tLe revenues of the State have not been suffi- 
cient to uieet the appropriations. 


The State is paying annually about one-fifth 
of its entire revenue as interest on its domestic 
debt, which consists of non-negotiable school 
bonds of «3,904,783.22. issued in lb67 and 1868, 
bearing 6 per cent, interest; a non-negotiable 
Purdue University bond of $340,003, issued in 
ISHl. be. I ring 5 per cent, interest, and a non-ne- 
gotiable State University bond of }^,000, bear- 
ing 5 per cent, interest; and I earnestly recom- 
mend a reduction in the interest on tbe «3,904,- 
783.22 school bonds to 3 or 3 p e r cent., as I be- 
lieve tbe revenues to the Scnool Fund would 
st'll continue to be sufficient. 


If, however, it should be deemed preferable, 
inasmuch as tbe State can borrow money at a 
much lower rate of interest, a loui could be au- 
thuri/.ed to pay off the entire non-negotiable 
school bonds, and after the pa3rment thereof 
provide that the money shall be distributed to 
the counties in the manner heretofore provided 
by law, and that all school funds be loaned in 
the manner now directed at tbe rate of interest 
not exceeding 6 per cent, per annum. 
Either 
method, I believe, would meet with popular ap- 
proval. 


If a funding loan for such purpose were nego- 
tiated at a rate of interest not exceeding 3 per 
cent., which I believe to be possible, it would 
result in an annual saving of interest of «117,- 
143.53, besides providing a large amount to be 
loaned to the people of the State at a fair rate of 
interest. 


It is evident tbat tbe revenues are barely suf- 
ficient to meet tbe current expenses of the 
State Government, and with a decreased ap- 
praisement of nearly «54,000.000 of the propejty 
in the State subject to taxation, shows con- 
clusively that the money necessary to complete 
and equip tbe new public buildings must be 
raised either by increased taxation or the nego- 
tiation of a temporary loan. 


In order to piovide for tbe wants of the State 
and the completion and equipment of the pub- 
lic buildings now in process of construction, a 
sufficient loan should be authorized, running 
twentv years, redeemable at the pleasure of 
the State after fifteen years, at a rate of interest 
not exceeding three^and a half per cent, per an- 
num. 


As a means of creating a sinking fund for the 
final extinguishment of the State debt, I would 
recommend that the present tax of two cents, 
levied for State House purposes, be continued 
permanently, and the proceeds used in paying 
off or purchasing the State's bonds for cancel- 
lation and destruction, thus liquidating tbe 
State's indebtedness caused by the construction 
of the new public buildings, without increasing 
the present rate of taxation. 


With the signs of increased prosperity I trust 
that we may reasonaidy anticipate some in- 
crease in the value of the per.<ion^l property of 
the State, and that the c u m n t receipts will be 
ample to discharge all current expenses, after 
providing for the present contingencies. 


But I assure you that this can not be done 
without your assistance in zealously protecting 
the treasury from doubtiol claims and extrava- 
gant appropriations.

MEW STATE BOU8X. 


The construction of the new State Honse, in 
accordance with the provisions of an act of the 
General Assembly, approved March 14,1877, is 
fast approaching completion, and will, doubt- 
less, be ready for acceptance and occupancy 
during the present year. 


Tbe Board of State Honse Commissioners, in 
tht ir report, will submit to you a full statement 
of their financial transactions and detailed esti- 
mates of the expenditures to complete tbe House 
and topro\ide the same with furniture, for both 
of which purposes additional appropriations will 
be nece^^sary. 


Your attention is also called to needed legisla- 
tion to provide for the care and custody of the 
new State House after its completion and ac- 
ceptance by the State. 


ADDITIONAL H08FITAI<8 F O B T H E INSANE, 


The law authorizing the eonstmction of three 
additional Hospitals for Insane was passed in 
1H8 . Tbe law required that two commissioners 
should be appointed from each of the two lead- 
ing political parties to superintend their con- 
struction. 


My predecessor »pointed as such commis- 
sioners Gen. Wm. Grose, Hon. DeForest Sk n- 
ner. Col. Joseph B. Gray and Hon. John C. Bob- 
iason. 


The location of the several hospitals was 
fixed, one each at Evansville, Bichm;>nd and 
Lo ansport ; the plans and specifications adopt- 
ed, and the contracts for their constouction let, 
and tbe buildings commenced before the com- 
mencement of my offical term. 


The board as constituted by my predecessor 
was continued by myself, and so remained 
until October 25, 1886, when Gen. William Grose 
resigned, and has since been elected a member 
of tbe present General Assembly. 
The Hon. 
Eugene H. Bundy was appointed to fill the va- 
cancy. 


Inquiry made last September through the 
State Board of He iltb, ah >wed tbe ntmioer of 
insane persons confined in the jails and poor- 
houses of the State to be about 1,100, and it is 
reported tbat some are locked in cells, some 
wear ball and chain, and others are chained to 
the floor. I need not urge tbe necessity of an 
early completion of the hospitals in order that 
these poor unfortunates may have proper care 
and medical treatment. 


The total amount appropriated for the con- 
struction of the three Hospitals is «1,163,800, 
and tbe Board asks an additional appropriation 
of «107,000 to complete and equip the institutions. 


Of tbe allowances made to tbe contractors 
there has been paid «747,255.73, leaving a bal- 
ance of the appropriations for said Hospitals 
unexpended of «419.556.05, which amount was 
unexjMuded because the receipts to the Gen- 
eral Fund were not sufficient to pay allowances 
against the same and meet the large expen- 
ditures for tbe maintenance of the State govern- 
ment and tbe public institutions. 


The Medical Engineer estimates the annual 
cost of maintenance for each of the three hos- 
pitals for the fiscal year ending October 31,1887, 
at «30,000 : for the fiscal year ending October 31, 
18S8, to about «70,000, and for the fiscal year end- 
ing October 31,1889, «70,000. 


The board presents with their report such 
bills as they deem necessary for the organiza- 
tion and government of eacb institution when 
completed, the basis of whieh is a board of four 
tniitees for each hospital, the two leading po- 
litical parties to be equally represented on eaoh 
board. The oommiuionert alto rooominend 
tbe purchase pf ten acres additional to tbe pres- 
ent groonds of Uie Northern Hoepital, for tbe 
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fho nnmbor of •tndenti ii steadily inereacing 
each yoar, and the work done in the University

is equiri to that done in many of the more pio- 
tentious universities. 
The library has been 
largely increased by well-selected 
volumes. 
The museum is very extensive. 
The laborato- 
ries now afford unsurpassed facilities for prac- 
tical work. The faculty is composed of men of 
high character and finished education. I com- 
mend the University to your favorable consid- 
eration. 


THK STATX MORMAI. SCBOOZ.. 


The success of the school has demonsteated 
its usefulness aa a faotor in developing profes- 
sional teachers, and in promoting u e cause of 
education. 


During the seventeen years of its existence 
the average attendance has increased from 47 to 
433 students. During the last two years 81 per 
cent, of the students have come from the homes 
of farmers and mechanics, and eightv-seven 
counties of the State have beon represented. 


P U B L I C SCHOOLS. 


The exeellent report of the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction contains the evidence of the 
increased prosperity and efficiency of our com- 
mon school system. The common school fund 
has been increasing at the rato of about «60,000 
per year for several years past, and now 
amounts to «9,458,08 u71. 


INSTITtmON FOB THE DEAF AND DUMB. 


The report of this institution for the year 1886 
sbows the value of the real estate is «459,000; 
personal property, «44,890; total, «503,8W,97; 
value of products of farm and garden, «3,618.65; 
earnings of the institution, «62.81; value of 
clothing furnished pupils and returned to State 
treasury for collection, «06<.93: appropriation 
for maintenance, «55,000; expended from main- 
tenance fund, «52,069.98; appropriated for re- 
pairs, S3,OoO; expended from repair fund, «1,- 
83-<.45; special fund, «726.27; expended from 
special fund, «195.35; number of pupils in at- 
tendance, 316; per capita cost, «161.52. 


The Superintendent's report shows that the 
health of the pupils during the year has been

made in educational methods. 
INSTITUTION FOH T H E EDUCATION O F T H E BLIND. 


The Trustees in their report estimate the 
value of the real estate at«) 6,239; the personal 
property at «17, 60.66; total valuation, 
«373,- 
998.66. They report expended for current sup- 
port, «23,892; for repairs, «1,993.67; total ex- 
penditure, «2 ,83a67. The institution furnishes 
the pupils tuition, board and washing only. 


The Superintendent's report shows that the 
school session commences on the second Wed- 
nesday in Septemb r, annually, and continues 
forty consecutive weeks, at tbe expir tion of 
which all the pupils are required to be removed 
from tbe institution. 
The whole number of 
pupils enrolled during the session of 1885 was 
126. 
The total B umber enrolled during the 
session of 1886 was 130, 60 males and 7 > females. 
The average monthly att^ ndance was 93. 
Tbe 
cost per capita for maintenance was «197.45 for 
forty weeks. 


INDIANA INSANE BOSPTRAL. 


The Trutees, in their report ending October 
31.1P66, estimate the value of the real estate at 
«1,430,150.00; value of personal property, «291,- 
060.95. Total. «1.651.2lit.9o. 


There was appropriated for the fiscal year 
ending October 31.1885, for maintenance, cloth- 
ing and repairs, «280,000. 


There was appropriated for the fiscal year 
1886, for maintenance, clothing, repairs and im- 
provement.^, «354,.500. 
Tbat j ^ i o n of which 
was designated for specific repairs was author- 
ized to be expended between tt.e first days of 
April, 18^, and 1886. making the total for tbe 
two fiscal years, «634,500.00. 


There was expended in the fiscal year ending 
October 31, 1885, «319,087.90, and in the fiscal 
year ending October 31, 1886, «298.958.60, showing 
that the entire appropriations of tbe two years 
of «631,5u0 were all expended except^he sum of 
«16,453.50. 


The average n^imber of patients during the 
year 1885 was l,4-:2; the average number of pa- 
tients for tbe year ifeS i was 1,512. The per cap- 
ita expense in lu»5, based upon tbe expenditure 
for maintenance, was «173.43; tbe per capita ex- 
)enBe for tbe year 1886, based on the expendi- 
ture for maintenance, was «i60.0i. 
Taking tbe 
total aisbursements for each year, less the ex- 
penditure for clothing, tbe per capita expense

The Superintendent's report shows the num- 
ber of officers and employes to be upward of 30), 
or one salaried person for every four and one- 
half patients, and the amount of compensation 
paid to them to be about «7,000 per month. 


The annual expense of maintaining the Insti- 
tution consumes about one-fourth of the entire 
revenue of the State. I earnestly recommend 
that the law governing the Institution be so 
amended that patients who have estates suf- 
ficient to support *bem should be compelled to 
pay for their maintenance. 
SOLDIEB3' 
ORPHANS' 
HOME 
AND 
INSTITIN-ION 
F O B F E E B L E - M I N D E D 
CHILDBEN. 


The last General Assembly amended tbe law 
for the government of the Soldiers' Orphans' 
Home and the Institution for Feeble-Mindea 
Children, which provided that the Governor 
should apimint throe Trustees, one of ¡whom, 
at least, should be a woman, and tbe male 
members of 
the 
Board 
should 
be hon- 
orably discharged Union soldiers, and at least 
one member should be an adherent of one of 
each of the two political parties casting tbe 
largest number of votes at the last general elec- 
tion. 


In pursuance of said amendment, I appointed 
as a board for the management of said Institu- 
tion the Hon. Ben L. Smith, of Rush County; 
Captain James H. Harris, of Hamilton County, 
both honorably discharged Union soldiers, and 
Mrs. Sarah E. Pittman, of Monroe County, whose 
husband is also an honorably discharged Union 
soldier. They still constitute said Board. The 
Trustees had succeeded, by judicious manage- 
ment of the Institution, in paying off a large 
portion of its indebtedness, and were congratu- 
lating themselves upon being able to make re- 
pairs and beautify the grounds during the com- 
ing year without increasing the expense of their 
management, when, on the 21st day of July, 
1.-86. a disastrous fire destroyed the main build- 
ing of the Institution, but providentially no 
lives were lost. The building was insured for 
«25,000, «20,000 of which has been paid, and t5,- 
OJO is now in litigation. The grounds consist of 
fifty-seven acres, which are valued by the Trus- 
tees at «4,500; tbe walls and foundation of tbe 
building at «17,000; boiler-bouse, boiler and en- 
gine. «4,500; laundry, 
bakery, school-house, 
nurserv, bam and other buildings. «2,300--total 
valuation, «28,500. 


The Trustees have been moved to prompt ac- 
tion to rebuild, in order that a home may again 
be provided at as early a date as possible for 
the inmates, and I commend their action to 
vour favorable consideration. 
I recommend 
that the Feeble minded Institution be s^ara- 
ted from that of the Soldiers' Orphans' Home, 
and suggest tbat the foeble minded inmates be 
removed to one of the now hospitals now in 
course of constmctlon. 


•TATE PBISON SOITTH. 


The report of the Directors for the State 
Prison South shows that tbe income of tbe 
prison has not been quite sufficient to meet the 
current e^enses. 
The total disbursements, in- 
cluding oflfcers' salaries and «4,307.61, expended 
for repairs for the fiscal year ending October 31, 
1886, were «82,255.45; receipts and earnings, 
«79,590.12, showing excess of disbursements over 
receipts. «2,665..S3. 


The Warden's report shows that the daily av- 
erage number of convicte during the year was 
573, and the number remaining in prison Oct. 
31,1886, was 525. The number received since 
the establishment of the prison, in 1822, was 
8,743, and discharged up to Oct. 31, 1886, 8,218.

INDIANA BSFOBM SCHOOL FOB BOTS. 


This institution, formerly named 
The House 
of Refuge," was established in 1868. There have 
been somiited to its guardianship since ite 
openin»;, J anuary 1.1868,2,439 boys. 'Ihere wore, 
at the close of the present year, 516 in the insti- 
tution, an increase of 76 over the preceding year. 
There were admitted during the last year !I03, 
and released ^6. 


The Institution has been remarkably free 
from disiiase. not a single death having oconrred 
during tbe last year. This fact speaks highly 
for the sanitary condition of the Institution, its 
discipline, and the care and attention given the 
inmates. 


The appropriation last year for the mainte- 
nance 
of the institution was «60.000. The 
Trustees ask an additional appropriation of 
«5,100, on account of needed improvements, and 
also recommend that legislative provision be 
made for the appointment of a "visitor" to visit 
the boys out on iicket-of-leave, 4or the purpose 
of aseertaining the eharacter of their homes, 
i f 
influences that surround them and their 
general eondnei that tba managemont of the 
institution may bavo reliablo toformation in re- 
lation to tbo «ame, and alio tojprocnro snitiM« 
bomea for homolMs boyf,. wl»M oondaot in the 
ittitMRitlaa «DtitlM tbrai to tioM^-ltayo. 


penal system and penkl code, and espeeiaily 
the manner in which the latter is administered, 
eonld hardly be further from a comp iance with 
thoee wise and humane provisions of our Con- 
stitution. 
Nearly every day our courts are 
sentencing to the penitentiary young men 
under 21 years of age, in many instances 
their 
first 
offense, 
and 
in 
manv 
cases 
the offense a technical one, and hundreds are 
sent to tbe penitentiary by courts and juries, 
thereby blasting their characters forever, mere- 
ly for the purpose of saving the county from 
tne expense of a. Jail sentence, which would 
have been sufficient punishment for the crime 
committed, and not only increasing tbe num- 
ber of tbe criminal class, but inflicting a pun- 
ishment in violation of tbe above provisions of 
our Constitution, which says: "All punish- 
ment shall be proportioned to tbe nature of tbe 
offense." Two-thirds of the prisoners in our 
Btate prisons are under 30 years of age. To 
expect 
to 
reform this 
class of 
prisoners 
by their forced association 
with hardened 
and confirmed criminals, murderers, 
thieves 
and counterfeiters would be to raason that evil 
associations do not contaminate or corrupt. 
Those who have had experience in tbe manage- 
ment of prisons, and also those who have given 
careful attention to the Impress made upon the 
character of the youn.^; and comparatively iimo- 
cent convict, by the aggregate prison system, 
testify to its hmtful influence, and the almost 
impossibility of 
effecting reformation under 
such a system. 


Miscellaneoas. 


P U B L I C PBXNTING, 
BINDING, AND 
8TATIONEBY. 


The report ot the Secretary of State is ac- 
companied by an elaborate and valuable report 
from tbe Clerk of the Btireau of Public Print- 
ing, Binding and Stationery, showing in detail 
the printing and binding done and the station- 
ery furnished on account of each public office, 
and authorized by law to be ciiarged to the 
Public Printing Fund, and also on account of 
each public institution, and authorized by law 
to be charged to the appropriation for'such 
institution. 


The present bureau was established by an act 
of the General Assembly, approved March l i, 
1875. and all the public printing, binding, and 
stationery for the use of the several offices, and 
the expense of which was chargeable to tbe 
public 
printing 
fund, was t.:> be exec^ited 
ttirougb such bureau. The act has proved of 
great benefit to the State, and has reduced the 
cost of public printing. 
In 18*^5 the Geu' ral 
Assembly, by an act approved April 13, 18i.>, 
largely increased tbe duties of the bureau, and 
required that all the priuting, binding, and sta- 
tionery for the use of any office, or any public 
institution, shotad be executed through such 
bureau. 


Underthe law every office and institution 
has been supplied at a uniform price, wLioh 
has been secured through competition, after due 
public advertisement. 


In making the appropriation for public print- 
ing, binding and stationery, I would commend 
to your consideration the propriety of appro- 
priating a specific amount ior each otficer or 
department named, for the reason that the 
f 
iresent law appropriates a fixed sum w.tbout 
imiting the amount that any officer may order. 


STATE BOARD OF HI AL.TH. 


The report of the board contains much inter- 


esting information.and gives a detailed account 
of their expend tures. The amount appropriat- 
ed was « >,000, all of which was expended, except 
the sum of 56 cents. The board states that »a 
the people become more familiar with the oper- 
ations ot the various health organi/.ations, and 
the objects to be attained, the more popular the 
law be omt'8, and the mure readily the rules 
and regulations of tbe board are observed. 


STATE LIBBARV. 


The State Library was organized in 1841, and 
at tbe close of the last fiscal year contained 23,- 
441 volumes. During tbe period of its existence 
it has been uuder the management of eighteen 
Liurarians, holding an average tenure of 2 •> 
years each. In so abort a period a Librarian is 
barely able to become familiar with the duties 
of tbe position, and is compelled to retire when 
ho has become competent to discharge intel- 
ligently its duties 
It is evident that what the 
Librarian says in her report is true—tbat these 
frequent changes seriously detract from the 
usefulness of the Library, and will co:itiuue to 
do so until the Legislature makes different pro- 
vision for its management. 


Tbe net proit of the State Fair of 18S'> was 
S7,!»i4.2it, and of 1886, «8,64 5.5 i. Tbe Board has 
reduced its debt of «60,0)0, bearing 10 per cent, 
interest, to 835,000, bearing 6 per cent interest 
The Board asks an appropriation by the General 
Assembly sufficient to pay the int rest on its 
debt lor the coming two years, and authority to 
have not less than 8,000 copies of its annual 
reports printed. 


STATE GEOLOGIST. 


The state Geologist has submitted ta me a 
report at his labors and discoveries for the two 
years ending Oct. 31, 188d. The report is quite 
voluminous, and I refer you to a careful perusal 
of its contents. 


INDIANA LEGION. 


The report of the Adjutant-General shows the 
military force of the State to consist of thr-c 
regiments of infantry and one regiment of artil- 
lery. The first regiment of infantry consists of 
eleven companies, aggregating 571 men; the 
second regiment of twelve companies, aggregat- 
ing G0.1 men; and the third rejiiiuent of eleven 
companies, aggregating 5Si men; making the 
streniith of infantry force 1,737 men. The first 
rei iment of artillery is composed of nine bat- 
teries, aggregating 17 guns and 250 men, making 
tbe military force of the State, mustered into 
service, 2,020 men of all arms. 


I recommend a reasonable appropriation for 
the support of the Legion, and that the number 
of troops be limited by law, so that the State 
may have, though it be small in n mbers, a 
well-trained and disciplined military force. 


Indiana furnished 208,367 soldiers 
for the 
Union army during the late war. 


Many of the muster-in and muster-out rolls in 
the Adjutant General's office are worn out by 
constant use, and many of tbem have become 
partially unintelligible, and if it is the desire of 
the State to preserve her military records, pro- 
vision should be made for that purpose. 


MINES AND MINING. 


The report of the Mine Inspector shows that 
the number of mines operated in the State is 
208; the total amount of capital investfd in 
mining, «1,9/5,OX); the number of miners, 6,40j ; 
the number of fatal accidents among miners 
during the year, 7.; the number of non-fatal ac- 
cidents, 9; total number of accidents, 16, which 
was 16 less than last vear; but tbe Inspector is 
of tbe opinion that all the accidents that occur 
in mining are not reported to him, and recom- 
mends an amendment to the law requiring own- 
ers and operators to report accidents to tbe In- 
spector. 


The output of ooal the last year was 3,000,003 
tons, being 25,000 more than was reported last 
year. 


PLEUBO-PNEUMONIA. 


In my inaugural address, I called attention to 
the alarming spread of pleur>-pneumonia among 
the cattle in New York, Ohio, Illinois, Ken- 
tucky 
and 
other 
States, 
and 
that 
our 
own 
State 
was 
threatened 
wita 
an 
invasion 
of 
said 
disease, 
and 
rec. 
otnmending legislation to protect the 
cattle 
interests of Indiana from the same 
No action, 
however, was taken in relation to tbe matter by 
the last General Assembly. The disease cori- 
t nued to increasj to such an alarmint; extent 
in neighboring States as to make its introduc- 
t on into Ind ana imminent, and causing great 
anxiety and alarm among the cattle-growers of 
the State. 


Believing it proper to do everything possible 
to prevent its introduction into this State, 
I issued a proclamation on the 10th day 
of 
November, 
1»85, 
prohibiting 
the 
importation 
of 
cattle 
into 
this 
State 
except under the 
regulati( na prov ded for 
in the proclamation, and while there was no 
law for tbe enforcement of the regulations re- 
qu red by the proclamation, yet, generally, it was 
cheerfully complied with by cattle shippers, 
and I have no doubt saved tbe cattle growers of 
Indiana from great loss, which wouldf have oc- 
curred by the introduction of the disease. 


On October li, 1836,1 issued another procla- 
mation calling a tention to my former procla- 
mation, and warning shippers of cattle that tbe 
same must be complied with. 


OETTYSBURQ MONOMENT3. 


Two years ago I recommended an appropria- 
tion for tbe purpose of erecting tablets to mark 
t .e positions occupied by tbe Indiana regi- 
ments on the battie-field of Gettysburg, whii h 
was, perhaps, the greatest battle fought by the 
Army of the Potomac during tbe war, and 
which shed so much luster and renown upon 
the Union arms. 


The Indiana regiments that participated in 
tbat great and decisive event were the Seventh. 
Fourteenth, 
Nineteenth, 
Twentieth, 
and 
Twenty-seventh, and two comiianies of tne 
Fir^t and six companies of the Third Cavalry. 
The General Assembly appropriated «5 )0 for 
each regiment for the erection of tablets, and 
tbe 
act 
provided 
"that 
the 
Governor, 
Lieutenant 
Governor, 
Adjutant 
General 
of 
State, 
and 
five 
members 
from 
eaob regiment, to be designated by the Gover- 
nor, be a committee to expend said appropria- 
tion and place the tablets in position, in con- 
nection with the Gettysburg Battlefield Memo- 
rial Association, organ.sed under the laws of 
Pennsylvania " 


In pursuance to the provisions of said act, I 
appointed a committee from the survivors of 
each regiment. 


Said committees located the sites occupied by 
said regiments, purchased and erected tablets 
thereon, and on the ii8th day of October, 188.5, 
the monuments were dedicated and presented 
to the Gettysburg BattleQe:d|Memorial Associa- 
tion, with appropriate ceremonies, and the 
eommittee say in their report that these monu- 
ments are a credit to our State and conspicu- 
ously mark tbe several places where in that 
great battle the brave and gallant six regiments 
of Indiana won imperishable renown. 


The committee report that the battlefield 
and monuments are cared for bv the Battlefield 
Association, and that many of the States of tbe 
Union have made aif|)ropriations to the Asso- 
ciation for that purpose, and recommend that 
Ind ana make an appropriation to said Associa- 
tion for the same purpose. 
WOBIiD'S IMDT;BTB1AL AND COTTON CENTENNIAL 
EXPOSITION. 


The last Ctoneral Assembly passed an act ap- 
propriating «3,90 , or so much thereof as mi^ht 
M necessary, for the purpose of maintaining 
and preserving tbe exhibits of the State of In- , 
diana at the World's Industrial and Cotton Cen- i 
tennisl Exposition, Uien being held at the city : 
of New Or eani. 
' 


The act provided thai tb* Commissioner for * 
bdiaaa to said Bxpotition «houldi^witl^ thirty 
days altor tbo oloso tberwrf.^nalt«, • fall, tnw 
•ad complete Hport to the 
fiwW 


sioner of •3,939.34, being an expenditure 
ai 
«99.34 in excess of tne appropriation. 


TAXATION. 


The decrease of nearly «54,000,000 in the last 
, a^raisement of property, notwithstanding tne 
I State is constantly increasing in wealth and 
I population, shows conclusively that a very 
I large class of propertv is escaping taxation, ivid 
I a law should be enacted providing for a system 
' of the most rigid exatninution in order to pre- 
I vent tbe escape from t ixat on of various kinds 
' of personal property, including mon?y, promis- 
I sory notes, stocks, mortgages, and the property 
of 
telephone, 
sleeping-car, 
parlor-car, 
and 
trust companies. 


LABORING 
CLASSES. 


The aggregation of individual wealth in van- 
ous combinations of power, the combination of 
mantifacturing monopolies, and the organiza- 
tion of coal mine and ocher ttyndicates with the 
railroad companies, are subjects that should 
receive your careful consideration. All th^se I 
combinations of capital and corporate power are ! 
organised for th-i purpose of loroing up the j 
prices of commodities and the necessities of ! 
life, and of controlling the wages of labor, to i 
the serious detriment of tbe people and oppres- i 
sion of the laboring masses. 


To such an extent has become the desire to . 
rapidly accumulata wealth, that, werj it possi- 
ble, the very air we breathe and the water we 
drink woula be controlled an<l doled out to the 
people at such priQes as monopolists miu'ht see 
proper to fix. TLe laborin:4 classes constitute a j 
lar>;e portion of our population : tiiey comprise, i 
in a great measure, the honest, intellii-ent, j 
thinking citi/ena, wl.o seek good govt-rnin »r, ! 
and 
are 
entitled 
to 
hh 
full 
protection I 
at the hands of the law as cajMtal or any | 
other internist, and inasm ich as th^ircipital | 
comprises nothing but honest toil, tne fcna t- 
ment of .snch laws n« w 11 prot-i t their just | 
rights against the coinl'iniitioti of cn i.al und 
cori^orate power, securo to t: etn ti;« ; r inpt and 
full payment of their wapes, and g'vp relief fro n 
competition with convict contract labor, should 
receive your consideratii n. 


TOWNSHIP TJiUS-IEES. 


The recent frai^du>ent transactions of town- 
ship trustees and their exposu h* during tha 
Si.mmer of 18So are well known to each of you. 
Such fraudulent transactions tieom to have be. n 
confined exclusively to the township trustees of 
Indiana, and raise the question whether our 
present township system does not explain w)iv 
Indiana was made the field for such fraudulent 
operations. 


The duties of 
township 
trustee, township 
treasurer, and township clerk being combmed 
in one oííicer, and thereby placing the entire 
management of t-jwnsbip butjiness in h s bauds 
withoutany check upon the transaction of his 
business, 
the 
accomplishment of fraud 
is 
made 
more easy and 
less liable to de- 
tection. 
The fact 
that 
such 
fraudulent 
transactions 
did 
not 
occur 
in 
those 
States that have adhered to the old system 
of three trustees, a treasurer and a clerk will bo 
acc epted as a better system than the combin- 
ing of th ir duties m a single officer. 


Under our Jaws, ihe Common Council oí oar 
cities, with a .oingle exception, appoints three 
School Trustees for tbe managemeut of the citv 
schools, and for stronger reasons it would 
seem that the management of the schools in 
the townships outside of the cities, as well as ^ 
the management of other township business, is ' 
sufficient to authorize the elt-ction of toree 
Township Trustees, a Treasurer, and a Clerk. 


I would recommend a ret irn to that system. 


Di FALCATIOÍÍ DP PUBLIC OFFICKRS. 


The frequent defalcations of persons in posi- 
tions Of public trust deman i your earnest con- 
sideration, to the end that more 
stringent 
measures may be devised for the pro ecti )u 
of 
public funds, 
and 
I 
recommend 
the 
enactment 
of 
a 
law 
requiring 
the 
official bonds of alístate and Coxmty Treasurers 
t> be signed by at 1 ast fifty freehold sureties, 
whosft agfiregate worth, over and above all their 
indebtedness and exerniitions allowed by law, 
is double the amount of such bond, and that the 
severest veuMlties be attached to the crime of 
embezzlement. 


CONCLUSION. 


It is niy sincere wi.sh that your proceedings 
may be harmonious ; that t'me will not be un- 
neoessarilv consumed at the ptib.io expense, 
and that the l>ivine Hule, of all thin¡^ ^ ma " i i- 
spire you with wisdom to ))eriorm \oir duties 
to the acceptab l.ty of the pi^oplu of the State.

John A. Logan's death on Sunday, Dec. 26, 
came with a suddenness that shocked the 
whole country. 
Coming amid the Chi'istmas 
festivities it recalled the start which the 
country received at the assassination of Lin- 
coln on tiiat memorable Good Friday twen- 
ty-one years before. To think that the strong, 
big hearted Logan, who had been apparently 
iu excellent health, had been called away so 
suddenly. 
ilis trouble was 
rheumatism, 
which he contracted from exposure in a 
snowstorm during the war. His last attack 
also followed a snowstorm in which he waa 
caught a month before his death.

GEN. JOHN ALEXANDER LOGAN. 


The end was undoubtedly hastened by over- 
work. 
While on his trip to the Pacific coast 
be overexerted himself. 
Ho went through a 
con.stant stream of ovations. 
Then, on his 
return to the east, he pitched right into the 
political canva.ss in Illinois. 
After the cam- 
paign he returned to Washington completely 
worn out, and his strength never returned. 
His last political act on the floor of the senate 
was on Dec. 7, in reference to the establish- 
ment of a permanent military encampment 
near Chicago. 


Gen. Logan had been one of the most con- 
spicuous figures in the military and politcial 
history of the country for the last quarter 
century. He was born near Murphysboro, 
Ills., on Feb. 9, 1826. His father had come 
from Iiel.-ind three years before. In early 
life yoiiii.:; John was celebrated for his hoi*se- 
manship. 
Ilis (Mlucation was picked up here 
and there. 
Ho enlisfed in the First Illinois 
regiment for the Mexican war at the age of 
20. lie reciive^l a li(nitenant's commission 
and .sei-ved with credit. 
On his return he 
studied law nnd was admitted to the bar in 
1&51. His political career began before this. 
He had beeii elected county clerk at the age 
of 2.3. 
In 18.>3 ho was a member of the legis- 
lature, and in 1858 was elected to congress. 
When Sumter was fired upon Logan drew his 
sword for the cause of the Union. 
He left the 
Capitol for tho army, and entered the ranks 
of a jegiment from his native state. 
He 
fought «ith Grant for nearly three years. 
The principal engagements in which he took 
part were Bull Run, Belmont, Fort Donelson, 
Port Gibson, Vicksburg and Kenesaw moun- 
tain, where he succeeded McPherson as com- 
mander of the armj»^ of the Tennessee. 
He 
was severely wounded at Donelson. 


He was returned to congress after the war, 
where he since remained with the exception 
of one short interval. 
In 1871 he was pro- 
moted to the senate. His subsequent career 
is well known. 
In 1884 he was nominated by 
acclamation for vice-president at the Repub- 
lican national convention. 


THE DEATH SCENE. 


Around the bedside of the dying soldier 
were his devoted wife, their son, Manning 
Logan, and their daughter, Mrs. Tucker. 
The general breathed his last on his wife's 
arm. She had not left his bedside for four 
days. From constant watching and working 
to ease his pain and comfort him she had be- 
come completely exhausted. 
Her wonderful 
will alone sustained her. It had been a charac- 
teristic of the genei al's i)revious illnesses that 
he would be sick ahno.<;t to death. 
He would 
on these occasions always feel that be was 
going t^ die. His moroseness prevented him 
from rallying quickly, but his ever faithful 
wife cheered him each time into a more hope- 
ful state of mind. At the beginning of his 
late illness ho .said he felt it was to be his last. 
But Mrs. Logan sugge.slel to him in her 
laughing way that if he had only died on the 
many occasions that ho insisted ho would his 
lives would have Ix^en more numerous than 
those attributed to the cat. 


Mrs. Logan had been her husband's guid- 
ing star through life. To her tact and strong 
character has been attfibuted his political 
s u c c e s s .

THE SERVICES IN THE SENATE, 
had lost a near and dear relative.

The old army veterans outnumbered all 
others, and were most affected at seeing their 
dead commander.

HOUSE IN WHICH LOGAN DIED. 


The old Stone house in which Gen. Logan 
died is so called because it belonged formerly 
to the Stone estate. It is a brick structure, 
with granite foundations. It contains about 
twenty rooms. These have been furnished 
with relics of furniture that Mrs. Logan pur- 
chased at second hand stores in Wa.shington, 
and a collection of greater variety it would 
be pretty hard to find, though all of the 
furniture is substantial, and much of it pos- 
sesses historical value. Relics of the war are 
found on all sides. The most precious treas- 
ures to Mrs. Logan now are the shelves ani 
cupboards that the general put up with his 
own hands. The whole interior is arranged 
in a manner that renders the house one of the 
most comfortable in Washington, and re- 
flects endless cre<lit on the excellent tast^ and 
judgment of Mrs. Logan.

A. hundred guns—yes, fifty more— 
Bained down their shot and shell 
As if, from out its yawning door, 


Drove the red blast of heli. 
The hiss 1 the crash 1 the shriek! the groan!

Steel crossed; the foe had fled, 
Vet still that dauntless form I see. 


Slowly riding down the line. 
Was ever deed of chivalry 
So grand, O comrade mine? 


The Fate of a Deserter. 


In the last days of June, 1863, I lay with 
sorae hundreds of others in the St. James 
Hospital in New Orleaus. I bad been 
brought down from Port Hudson with sev- 
eral boat loads of our wounded. 
Several 
large hospitals of the great city of the 
South were filled with our disabled sol- 
diers. A call was one day sent around to 
these places for convalescents to go on ur- 
- gent gjiard duty at a distance. I was sick 
of the hospital, eager to get back to ser- 
rice, and being able to walk about, not- 
withstanding the ball in my body (which is 
etill there), I asked to be detailed. 
It was 
done at once, and tlien I discovered that I 
was to be second in command of an expe- 
dition which a perfectly well man might 
have regarded as a serious affair. It was 
no less than the conveying of nearly iive 
hundred Confederate prisoners by steamer 
to Fortress Monroe. 


The circumstances making this step nec- 
essary were peculiar, and a brief reference 
to them will show how close and doubtful 
Was the struggle in the Southwest, as well 
as in Virginia and Tennsylvania, in the 
early summer of that critical year. The 
great torment was going on up the river at 
Vioksburg and Port Hudson, but neither 
armies nor gunboats had as yet made much 
Impression on those strongholds. The 
Confederate General Taylor had captured 
sU our western posts in Louisiana, and was 
actually blockading the river at Donaldson- 
vUle, driving back gunboats and supply- 
«teamers. There was one week when New 
Orleans could not communicate with our 
little army that was holding like grim death 
to the investment of Port Hudson, though 
wasting with disease and the bullet. In 
the defense of the city there were barely 
two thousand men, under that staunch vet- 
eran of the old army, General William H. 
Emory. The rebellious element was ex- 
ultant and aggressive, and had to be held 
down with a firm hand. 
Over at Algiers 
the prisoners I have mentioned were con- 
fined in the Belleville Iron Works. It was 
feared that Taylor might send a detach- 
ment some night down that side of the 
tiver, and liberate them. Hence the urgent 
need of their immediate removal to the 
North. 


Our guard was assembled on the deck of 
the side-wheel steamer Cahavvba, consist- 
ing of four officers nnd eighty-iwo enlisted 
men. The senior officer was Colonel A. J. 
Davis, who has since been Governor of 
Texas. He was a good officer; but as ho 
Was on leave of absence, and not I7articu- 
" piy. pleased to commiind eighty-two men, 
reiyihiii^fell to me from the first. Our 
lard was indeed a «orry lot. 
Very few of 
!iem had any business outside the hospital; 
most of them were ouly slowly recoverin x 
from severe wounds, or disease; Bonii3 
oould barely stand up and hold a musket. 
But nothing better could be spared from 
fihe defences of New (Jrleans at that tre- 
:mendous time, and I was-fain to make the 
¡best of it. 


Our boat lay up to the levee at Algiers, 
and the prisoners were marched aboard. 
They had been well fed, and appeared 
good-natured, which at first seemed strange 
in the case of men who were about to be 
conveyed more than a thousand miles from 
home; but before we reached the fortress 
had good reason to think that most of 
'them had seen fighting enough, and were 
<glad to be out of the way of it—for a time, 
at least. A perfect avalanche of very 
' beautiful and very rebellious ladies from 
the city came over to bid them adieu, many 
of them having friends and relatives 
among them, ana to get permission to con- 
J^bute some delicacies to their comfort. I 
Succeeded in getting the last of these 
gentle dames ashore about one hour after 
we should have been under way, and at 
SMt the Cahawba was steaming down the 
igreat muddy river. 


At that season of the year we were sure 
'fo have a quick passage and a calm sea; 
;and in five days, if I remember correctly-, 
•we steamed in between the capes and 
anchored in the roads opposite Fort Mon- 
^rofi. 


5 Said been anxious and vigilant, up to 
"ChiB time, knowing that my guard could be 
little depended ujx)n in an emergency. I 
had made the best dispositions possible for 
the comfort and feeding, as well as the 
«afekeeping, of the prisoners, and aided by 
the twoXieutenants I kept ceaseless watch, 
mght and day, to be assured that the 
guards were doing their duty, and that the 
prisoners were safe. 
The latter most 
agreeably disappointed me. 
There was 
neither revolt, disturbance, nor any sign of 
litroable; ever^hing went well on the voy- 
age; and as I stood by the gang-plank as 
our captives went over into the small 
steamer that was to deliver them at the 
fortress, several of them shouted a good- 
natured "Good-by" to me. 
One wild son 
of Texas I particularly remember, who 
looked cleverly at me as he passed, and 
«aid: 


"I say, Captain, we don't want any more 
;fightin' with you fellows." 


At the fortress we heard the glorious 
•news of the victory at Gettysburg. Re- 
^maining here but a few hours, the Cahaw- 
ba went on to New York, where I was 
landed with my guard at Governor's Island, 
'to - await transportation back to New Or- 
leans. 
The men were comfortably housed 
dn the barracks, while I enjoyed the hos- 
>pitalities of three or four young Lieuten- 
ants of the regular army, one of whom was 
it cripple from a severe wound received a 
year before on the Peninsula. 
The post 
was commanded by Colonel Gustavus V. 
liOOmis, a grizzled veteran of the last war 
with England, who had the strange habit, 
<which seemed peculiar to many of the 
•tegalar officers, of making himself as dis- 
agreeable as possible to the volunteers at 
iflxst acquaintance, and afterward making 
foil amends for it by extreme kindness. 


We remained here about four days, dur- 
ing which came the welcome news of the 
fitli 
Vicksburg, which made it certain 
4hat Fort Hudson must go down also. I 
congrattllating myself on the easy spell 
X shoald have on the passage back to New 
Orleans, when these pleasing anticipations 
"Were radelv dispelled by a written order 
Which Was nanded me by Lieutenant Pike, 
iit the garrison, and the verbal explanation 
«iiiich accompanied it: 


"We're very glad of the chance to make 
fMl tad your gvwrd useful on yoar return," 
( t i d d » "thongh, to teU the tniih, I don't 
' envy yon tiie duly. Here is a de- 
list of lU^-iliree soldiers whom 
Iwd I M Hi Mbt^UBnt for s 
^ 


lot. 
Some were received on exchange, as 


prisoners; some are deserters, taken at 
their homes, or ehsewhere in the North; 
but among the exchanged there aró sòme 
who appear to have deserted to thè enemj 
in the field, and who, of course, must M 
treated in that character. You've got busi- 
ness on hand, Captain'; keep your eye on 
'em." 


The next day, as I stood at the gangwt^ 
of the steamship Matanzas, at the pier, 
and saw this new and very different lot of 
prisoners come aboard, I knew that my 
friends of the regulars had not at all over- 
drawn the picture. 
They were a set of 
most unsoldierly looking fellows, with 
nothing but the dirty remnants of blue 
blouses and trousers that they wore to iden- 
tify them as soldiers. I scrutinized their 
faces, and saw as they pissed forward 
eveiy type of concentrated army scoundrel- 
ism. There was the lazy, indolent shiri:; 
there was the chronic coward; the malin- 
gerer, who always sbammed sickness to 
avoid duty; the bounty-jumper, who took 
the money of the Government and enlisted, 
only to desei-t on the first opportunity, and 
there were a good half-dozen scowling ruf- 
fians who had enlisted from the police court 
—if their faces did them justice. 


The Matanzas was a fine steamer that 
had been used on the passenger route be- 
tween New York and Cuba before the war, 
but now, like almost every American steam 
vessel, had been taken for Government 
service. 
Being buik for the cairying 
of 
first-class 
passengers, her accom- 
modations forward, above and below, 
were contracted. 
Especially was 
this 
the 
case 
with the hold, and, after 
surveying it, I determined that, if it could 
possibly be avoided, I would not confine 
these men, brutes and slinks though they 
were, in that stifling place in this sultry 
July weather. 
So as we went down the 
bay 
had them assembled in two ranks, 
and addressed them. I told them that I 
had every disposition to treat them well, 
but that the treatment they would receive 
would depend very much upon themselves. 
If they quietly obeyed orders, made no 
disturbance, and 
conducted themselves 
well generally, they might have the liberty 
of the forward deck until the steamer en- 
tered the Mississippi. But if there was 
insubordination, fighting, or gross irregu- 
larity, down intc^ the hold they should go 
like cattle, and remain there the whole 
voyage. 


From the manner in which my speech 
was received, I could not tell what impres- 
sion it had made. Nobody said anything 
openly, and nobody looked particularly 
pleased. I dismissed them; sent a sergeant 
to post half-a-dozen guards, with instruc- 
tions, and saw that the main body was well 
established in their quarters below, amid- 
ships, with their muskets loaded, bayonets 
fixed, and all ready for an emergency. 
Then I went to dinner in the saloon. The 
cabin passengers 
were 
about a dozen 
officeis of our department, returning from 
leaves of absence, and General Franklin 
and staff, going down to serve in Louisiana. 
Several ladies were also aboard. Lieutenant 
Hall was the only officer of my ffuard who 
was still with me, and it is due to him to 
say that in the trying time that was before 
me l;e seconded me faithfully. I trust 
that he is still alive, and that he may read 
this sketch, when he will certainly attest its 
fidelity. 


On the whole voyage down I had one 
apprehension, which made me more vigi- 
lant, if possible, than I had been on the 
Cahawba. 
It was that there might be both 
seamen and engineers among this crowd; 
that they might make an attempt to over- 
power the guard, seize the steamer, and run 
her ashore as we passed down in plain 
sight of the low Florida coast. I don't sup- 
pose any such imagination troubled Gen- 
eral Franklin, or the surly old master of 
the Matanzas; but I had read of just such 
an occurrence that year, and I believed it 
to be at least possible. 
To several of the 
best and most reliable of the squad I gave 
instructions to overhear all the conversa- 
tion possible among the prisoners, without 
seemini,' to do so. 
Their report showed 
nothing dangerous. There was a good deal 
of firumbling, especially over the rations — 
which, by the way, were better than I had 
enjoyed in our ritie-jjits before I'ort Hud- 
son—and the prisoners were gonerallv 
sulky. 
That was all. 


In due time we steamed luto the great, 
wide, brown channel known as the South- 
west Pass of the Mississippi. 
AVe should 
be all night, and more, ascending the 
river, and 1 knew that here were excellent 
opportunities to escape, liow-boats, tugs, 
craft of all kinds were passini? us, bound 
down; and, indeed, a passable swimmer 
could easily make (he shore, barring the 
chance of having his leg nipped off by an 
alligaior. I assembled the prisoners again, 
and told them that they must now go be- 
low, but, as New Orleans was only a few 
hours from us, their confinement would 
not ]>e long. 


And now the lurking devil began to show 
himself! One by one they came, slowly 
and unwillingly, to the fore-ladder, and 
passed down. I sent a corporal to hurry 
them up with his bayonet. 
Scowls and 
looks of rage were directed to me as they 
descended;"muttered curses and clinched 
fists wer.e seen, but I overlooked it all. So 
long as there was not open and tiagrant 
resistance, and since the whole disagree- 
able busineBs was so near over, I deter- 
mined to have no unnecessary trouble. 
Toward tl^e last, one of the worst-visaged 
of the whole came along, and exclaimed, 
with an oath, 


"I'd like to see that fellow," indicating 
me, "put down there himself, and see how 
he likes it." 


Approving cries of "Good!" "Yes, sir!" 
etc., came from the others. 
This conduct 
I could not pass over; it might lead to 
something worse. I determined to punish 
him. I put my hand on his shoulder and 
pushed him aside. 
"I'll put you in another place," I said. 
Never dreaming of resistance, I was 
looking the other way, to see if the prison- 
ers continued to go down, when this man 
violently thrust me aside, and with an oath 
sprang down the ladder. Yells of delight 
from below greeted (his exploit. 


My blood was up in an instant. 
Order- 
ing a coi-poral and two of the guard to fol- 
low me, I went down into the hold and 
easily found the rebellious prisoner. I or- 
dered him on deck. 
He refused, with a 
torrent of oaths, denouncing me with dread- 
ful curses, and repeatedly threatening my 
life shoald I punish him. 


The prisoners crowded around us. I 
drew my revolver, and told them to dis- 
perse. 
They quickly obeyed. 


"Now, sir," I said, to the man I was try- 
ing to discipline, "go up, instantly; or this 
man's bayonet goes into you." 


He saw I was in earnest, and slowly 
moved toward the ladder, before the bayo- 
nets, swearing all the time. At the foot of 
the ladder he made an appeal to his friends 
to rescue him. I turned and faced them, 
pistol in hand. I saw in their faces all the 
disposition in the world to obey the call; 
but they daredLnot. 


Actually pr"ked by the bayonets, the 
fellow was forced up the ladder. 
Follow- 
ing him, I told a corporal to go and borrow 
a pair of handcuffs of the mate. 


The man looked at me. It was the look 
of a fiend. Dull, indeed, would I have 
been, had the next moment found me un- 
prepared! 


The irons,were brought and handed me. 
I reached them to the sergeant, merely 
saying, "Put them on.'" 


Quick as a flash the prisoner snatched 
the handcuffs, threw them into the river, 
ard turned on me with his fist drawn back. 
I gave him no time to strike. From the in- 
stant that I returned to the deck, my pistol 
was in my hand, cocked and ready; and I 
shot him straight through the breast. He 
lived hardly ten minutes. 


As we passed quarantine, a sorgeon 
came aboard. 
He looked at the body, and 
remarked that the ball must have severed 
the great artery next the heart. 


Bv nine o'clock of the next morning we 
were at the levee at New Orleans. I was 
naturally somewhat disturbed in mind, 
after the excitement attending this incident 
had pasted off; though I never for a mo- 
ment doubted that my action wonld be f ullj 
^stilled.

At this juncture General Emory walked 
in. Colonel Smith briefly gave him the de- 
tails of the business. 
The veteran com« 
maader fixed his keen eyes on me.

"Yes, sir; I had to. He was turbulent 
and unruly, and tried to strike me. I 
didn't see 
" 


"I understand. 
Shot a deserter, eh?" 
and the word was pronounced with much 
stress. "How many more of them did you 
have aboard^'' 


"Fifty-two, General." 
"Well, by 
, young man, you've done 


capitally.' 'Why didn't you shoot the whole 
rascally lot, and save us the trouble? You 
shall be exonerated, with or without a 
court of inquiry." 


I told him that I was just about home- 
sick to return to my regiment 
He imme- 
diately directed the Adjutant General to 
give me an order, exonerating me from all 
blame in the matter. If this was some- 
what irregular, it served my purpose just 
as well. I have the Older now, and shall 
.keep it as a valued memento of the war, 
and a most suggestive remioder of one of 
its sternest incidents within my experience.

General John Pope. 


General John Pope, who is now on the 
retired army list, was bom in Louisville, 
Kentucky, M'M-ch 16, 1823, and was gradu- 
ated at West Point in 1842, and was as- 
signed to the auty of Topographical En- 
gineer. Prior to 1846 he was ensued in 


Florida, and in the survey of the North- 
east boundary between the United States 
and Canada. In the war with Mexico he 
jarticipated in the battles of Monterey and 
Suena Vista, gaining the brevets of First 
Lieutenant and Captain. Keturning to the 
typographical corps he served from 1853 to 
1859, and conducted a survey for the Pa- 
cific Railroad. 
He next served on light- 
house duty until the civil war broke out. 
In 1861 he was made Brigadier General of 
volunteers. In December, 1861 he sur- 
prised the Confederates at Milford, Mis- 
souri, and captured large stores. 
He next 
commanded the Army of the Mississippi, 
and, with Admiral Foote, took New Madrid 
in 1862. He was made Major General 
March 21, 1862, and captured Island No. 
10. United with Halleck, he participated 
in the advance on Corinth, and upon the 
evaciiation of that place pursued the Con- 
federates as far as Baldwin. 
Called to the 
East in June, he was made Brigadier Gen- 
eral in (he regular army, and placed in 
command of the Army of Virginia, com- 
prising Fremont's, McDowell's, and Banks' 
forces, tt) which were added those of the 
Army of the Potomac. 
The unsuc .-essfnl 
battle of Bull liun was fought August 
30, and Sejitember 1; that of Cljantillv, a 
few days later. 
General Pope resigned his 
command, and resumed that of the De- 
partment of the Northwest. 
He subse- 
quently commanded various military di- 
visions and depots. He became Major 
General, December 11, 1882. 


General Sterling Price. 


Sterling Price was bom in Prince Ed- 
ward County, Virginia, in September, 
1809; was a Member of Congress in 1815; 
entered the Mexican war as a Colonel of 


cavalry volunteers, and was wounded at 
the battle of Canada» N. M., Jan. 24, 1847; 
was Governor of Missouri in 18r)3-7; was 
made Major General of State forces on the 
Confederate side, and, 
with (!laiborne 
Jackson, fought the battles of Booneville 
and Wilson s Creek; captured Lexington, 
Sept. 20, 1861, and was made a Major 
General by the Confederate Government; 
fought at Sugar Creek, Feb. 20, at Pea 
Kidge, March 7, at luka, Sept. 19, and at 
Corinth, Oct. 5, 1862. He invaded Mis- 
souri in September, 1864, and by the be- 
ginning of November had been driven into 
Arkansas. 
After peace was declared he 
obtained a grant of land from Maximilian 
in Mexico, and founded a colony of ex- 
Confedei-ate officers at Ichem, which 
proved a failure. In 1867 he returned to 
Missouri, and died at St. Louis, Sept, 27, 
of that year. 


How General Lee Courted Death. 


Mr. Reagan gives a Washington corre- 
spondent another fact in General Lee's 
histoiy, which is not generally known 
in the North. 
He says that toward the 
downfall of the Contederate Government 
there was a very general impression among 
the high officials of the Confederacy that 
General Lee intended to lose his life on the 
field of battle. The impression was shared 
by the officers of Lee's «rmy. 
General 
Lee never lost an opportunity of placing 
himself in a position of danger. 
General 
Reagan says he drove out from Richmond 
to see Lee upon the day the principal battle 
of Cold Harbor was fought. As he came 
up near where he could see Lee's head- 
quarters he saw the shells bursting contin- 
ually around his tent, and plowing up the 
ground in front of him. 
Some of the offi- 
cers asked Mr. Reagan lo try and pereuade 
General Lee to move his headquarters be- 
hind a piece of timber near by. All felt 
that he was exposing his life too much. 
Mr. Reagan said to General Lee: "I do,not 
presume to advise any General in the midst 
of a battle, but are you not exposing your- 
self too much? Ought you not to go back 
nearer your reserve?" General Lee said he 
had no reserve. He had only one line of 
men. He did not dare to shorten his line 
for fear it would be turned, and did not 
dare to thin it for fear it would be broken.

INDIANA STATE NEWS. 


—The county officers of Warren CouBty 
have moved their oflBces ^ t o the new 
court-house. B. P. Daggett, of Indian- 
apolis, and J. O. Wright, of Lafayette, 
were the architects, and Charles Pearfce <fc 
Co., of Indianapolis, the builders. The 
cost of the removal, including the interest 
on the bonds, is about $48,U00. The re- 
moval was begun the first of last June, and 
was to be finished by January 1, 1887. In 
the basement story are the rotary jail, 
jailor's residence, and furnace rooms. On 
the first floor are the Clerk's, Auditor's, 
Treasurer's, Recorder's, and SheriflTs offices 
and Commissioners' room; on the second 
floor the court-room. County Superintend- 
ent's office, jury and 
grand-jury rooms, 
and the judges' private rooms. The build- 
ing is heated with hot air. Warren County 
now has a court-house equal-to any in the 
State, taking into consideration its cost 
and the size of the county. There was a 
great deal of dissatisfaction among the 
tax-payers at the time the order for the 
removal was made, but this has died out 
until scarcely anything is heard of it. 


T—Clark Moore died a bachelor at Rich- 
mond, with as little love for the church as 
for women, but he thought more of schools 
and children. He leaves all his real and 
personal property, including about two 
hundred acres of land, to finally go to the 
school fund. After devising that his debts 
and funeral expenses shall be paid, and 
that no religious nor sectarian services 
should occur at his funeral, Mr. Moore 
thus disposes of his property: "He ap- 
points Joseph Ratcliff and. Clem W. Fer- 
guson as trustees, and they are to hold his 
property for twenty years and so invest 
it that an annuity shall he received, and 
this annuity shall be paid to the deceased's 
father while he lives. 
After that the in- 
come derived from the estate shall be used 
in educating the deserving poor children of 
Wayne County, the trustees lo select the 
children as they may deem best. 
At the 
end of the twenty years the estate shall 
revert to the school fund of the State of 
Indiana. 


—A new society, and one that is[in every 
way worthy of the confidence and support 
of the people, has been organized at Ko- 
komo. 
The society is to be known as the 
Associated Charities of Kokomo, and has 
for its object the relief of the unfortunates 
and poor of the city, and is composed of a 
committee from every church and secret 
order in the city. The Executive Committee 
is composed of the Township Trustee and 
clergymen of the city. 
The following 
officers were elected for the ensuing year: 
President, Hon, Milton Bell; Vice Presi- 
dents, Hon. A. F. Armstrong and Wm. 
Trueblood; 
Secretary, W. H. Murphy; 
Treasiirer. J. C. McAlpin. 


—Jacob Brashear, a farm-hand in the 
employ of D. H. Hedden, living two miles 
west of Vincenues, was burned to death. 
He had returned from a hunt and sat down 
before a large open fire-place to enjoy his 
pipe, when he was seized with an epileptic 
tit and fell in the fire. He was the sole 
occupant of the house at the time, but even 
in his delirium he managed to extricate 
himself from the fire and rushed out into 
the yard. 
When Mr. Hedden returned 
from the field, two hours later, he found 
the dead body of Brashear lying near the 
well. 
His clothing was nearly burned off, 
and his flesh was cooked to a crisp. 


—W. H. Barker, of Evansville, a brass 
moklcr and iinisher, has died of a peculiar 
case of poisonin:,'. His system became im- 
pregnated with the dust or tilings of brass 
about three years aijo, which giailually im- 
paired his health. 
The artery in one of 
his arms turned into a stony substance, 
and tho pulsations could not be felt at the 
wrist or teiniil«'. 
During the last few 
months ^Ir. I'arko r has been coulined to 
his l)ed, having iilniost entirely lost the 
use of his limbs. 
The case has attracted 
considerable attention among the physi- 
cians of the city, who pronounce it a re- 
markable one. 


—At a meeting ot the Trustees of Purdue 
University it was decided to establish a 
course of domestic economy, in addition 
to the regular course of study. 
There has

Child Labor in France. 


A Government decree has been is- 
sued in France containing six articles 
relating to the employment of child/en 
in French factories. It is absolutely 
forbidden to employ children in the 
manufacture 
of certain 
dangerous 
chemicals, or to let boys under 17 or 
girls under 18 years of age w^ork in 
miUs. 
It is also illegal to allow boys 
or girls under a certain age to draw any 
trucks on the public streets or high- 
ways, or when inside the manufactories 
to draw any vehicle which, 
together 
with the load, shall weigh more than 
100 kilogrammes. 
Neither must chil- 
dren be employed in manufacturing 
bone, horn or mother of pearl articles, 
the dust from which is injurious to the 
lungs, nor in business involving risk to 
life and limb, as, for instance, in slating 
roofs. 
Proper ventilation of the fac- 
tories is made compulsory. 
Exit from 
fact-ories in case of fire is also made a 
special care in the French republic.

The Imerican Federation of Labor, 
Its Objeets and Alms. 


The President and leader of the Execu- 
tive Board of the American Federation of 


Labor is Samuel Gompers, of New York, 
who is Second Vice President of the In- 
ternational Cigarmakers' Union, and Pres- 
ident of the ^V'orkingmen'8 
Assembly of 
New York. 
Mr. Gompers is an English- 
man by birth, and is now in his thirty- 
seventh year. 
He worked as a cigarmaker 
from his fifteenth year until he was called 
on to give his time to the official conduct 
of his union. 
Ho has been a prominent 
promoter oi the plan of federation, and 
though himself a Knight of Labor, an op- 
ponent of amalgamation. 
He was twice 
President of the first Federation, and has 
long been a prominent officer of his own 
union. 


Whether the labor organizations should 
be amalgamated into oue large body, or 
should form a federiition in which each 
may retain its autonomy, is one of the sub- 
jects that have most seriously engaged the 
thought of the labor leaders. 
The ten- 
dency of the trades unions has been toward 
a federation; and the tendency of the 
Knights of Labor toward an amalgama- 
tion. 


Five years ago a loose sort of federation 
was formed 
by 
several 
trades-unions 
which maintained its existence, but was 
never strong enough or detinite enough to 
exert any great iniiuence. 
Another move- 
ment was begun early in the year, by other 
trades-unions than those 
which formed 
this loose federation, to effect a more in- 
fluential and definite general organization. 
This re>.ulted in the recent 
meeting at 
Columbus, Ohio, of delegates from twenty- 
seven national and international 
trades- 
unions, who effected 
an 
organization 
which supersedes the former federation. 
The new organization, under the name of 
"The 
American 
Federation of 
Labor," 
compli es most of the better-organized 
unions, such as the Typographical 
Union, 
the Federation of Miners and Mine La- 
borers, the Cigar-makers' 
International 
iUnion, the Brotherhood of Carpenters and 
Join rs, and the Iron-molders of North 
America. 
The twenty-seven labor organi- 
zations alreadv thus united claim a mem- 
bership of about 350,000. 


The double purpose is to preserve the 
autonomy of every trade organization, and 
at the same time to devise a way where one 
trade c^m cjr*me to the rescue of another. 
It is a problem not unlike that which the 
founders ot the Federal Government had 
to solve. 
Tiie trades-unions, 
like the 
States, insist that every one knows best how 
to manage its own affairs; every oue is 
jealous of any interference bj' any other 
one; and yet nil recognize the necessity of 
combined action. 
The fundamcutal idea 
of the PVdt^ralion is that no trades-union 
shall abridge the liberty of another. To 
quote from an explanation of the move- 
ment by one of .its chief promoters: "The 
caipentcrK are better juilges of all questions 
affecting their hours of work or tlieir rate 
of wages thiui the cigarmakers or the print- 
ers or tLie mmers can possibly be. The 
first condition of healthful 
organization, 
therefore, is that the carpenters shall have 
a union of their own, and that they shall 
suffer no dictation from any other union. 
At the same time there are certain prob- 
lems which all trades-unions have in com- 
mon; for the whole labor world must pull 
together in the general effort to uplift the 
laborer," 


Proceeding on this basis, the American 
Federation of Labor has been organized so 
as to give Ihe lii,rger unions which enter it 
represenlation in proportion to their mem- 
beiKliip. but so as to give at the same time 
the smaller unions a greater advantage than 
could be given by representation on the per 
capita basis. 
Thus in the conventions a 
union with a membership of 4,000 or less is 
allowed to have one delegate; a union with 
8,000 memlvers, two delegates; a union with 
16,000 members, three delegates, and BO on, 
the number of delegates increasing by one 
as the mtr'mbership is doubled. 


The Exemtive Board of the Federation 
has the power to order all the unions in the 
Federation to come to the financial rescue 
of any one of them; but this Board has not 
the power to order a strike by the members 
of any union, or to have anything to do 
with any union's own affairs. It deals with 
the unions themselves as units. 
One-half 
of one cent a month per capita is levied by 
all the unions to defray the expenses of the 
Federation. 
The Executive Board has no 
fund immediately at its disposal besides 
this, and this is for meeting the expenses 
of itB officers and of the publication of an 
official journal. 
But in case of a strike by 
one union, it has the power, if it approve 
the s.'hke, to command the treasuries of all 
the unions for succor and defense. "The 
way to I re vent strikes," one leading pro- 
moter of this general organization main- 
tains, "is to he able to make eveiy strike 
successful." 


The members of the trades unions whc 
«toutly contend for the autonomy of their 
organizations, but who desire a general 
Tinion of l:iV)or organizations for such pur- 
poses as they have in common, regard the 
formatioaof this federation as the most 
important 
movement yet made for the 
sirengthening of the labor organizations; 
and they think that this is the final shape 
that the labor organizations in America 
will take. 
The annual convention will be 
a sort of congress, in which they will all 
have repre«;entation, but on a basis that 
will give the smaller ones power to main- 
tain their autonomy; and during the inter- 
vals between these conventions the Execu- 
tive Board M ill have functions analogous to 
the functions of a supreme court, with a 
certain executive power added. 
The lead- 
ers of this movement think that this Execu- 
tive Bonrd will be conservative, because it 
will alv'uys be composed of members of 
diff'^reni unions, and that the effect on the 
unions l{:e!ns.'hes will be restraining, be- 
(•aase for any unions to ask aid and fail to 
receive it would tend to discredit its man- 
agement.

Workingmen 
Drink — A 
cialist View of tL>B 
Question.

(From the Toledo Blade.] 
On Sunday, December 19, the English- 
speaking section of socialists in Chicâgo 
held a meeting at which a document was 
read and indorsed by vote, which gave in 
detail a statement of the causes 
leading 
workingmen to indulge in drink. 
It is too 
long to publish, nor is it necessary to do so 
in order to understand the tenor of the 
opinions expressed therein. 
It is in the 
form of an open letter, addressed to the 
Woman's 
Christian 
Temperance 
Union, 
and in some measure is a reply to the ap- 
peal of that body to unions and other or- 
ganizations of the workingmen of the coun- 
try. It assumes that the W. C. T. U. ap- 
peal made a charge of general intemper- 
ance against workingmen—which it did 
not—and then proceeds to show that in- 
temperance is as common among other 
classes of tlie community as among the 
workingmen, which is, to a large extent, 
true. 


Then follows the most important part of 
the document—a discussion of the princi- 
pal causes which lead to mtemperance 
among the working classes of the land. 
They declare that the drink habit is the 
result of the environment and associations 
which the wage-workers are compelled to 
endure. 
These are treated under three 
principal heads: "heredity, social customs, 
and industrial conditions. " The effect of 
the hereditary transmission of vice is dis- 
tinctly recoi?nized, but it is not discussed in 
this open letter. 
The statement is made 
that it is an undecided (juestion as to what 
degree men are morally responsible for 
acts committed under hereditary influence, 
and it is pleaded that a poor man is en- 
titled to the same degree of leniency or 
condemnation as a wealthy oue—in which 
we heartily agree. 


Social custom as a cause of intemper- 
ance is next considered. 
It is shown to 
arise from an abuse of two of the best 
human qualities—"hospitality 
and good- 
fellowship." 
The wage-workers, moved 
by that gregariousness which is the com- 
mon attribute of all men, enjoy social con- 
verse and the charm of society. The cause 
is stated thus: 


"With but few exceptions the wage- 
worker returns from his day's hard labor 
to a home of two or three small rooms in a 
crowded tenement; to a home where every 
inch of space is used for the actual neces- 
sities of family life—washing, 
cooking, 
fating, and sleeping; to a home with noth- 
ing in it to excite him to menial activity 
unless it be the fumes of his supper. He 
has no means to entertain visitors, no room 
t<i receive them; but in the saloon he finds 
relief for his tired baud and brain; relief 
from the dusty factory and noisy shop. In 
the saloon, with cards and beer and friend- 
ly neighbors, his social instincts find a de- 
gree of gratification. 


"We cannot check man's gregariousness. 
The saving of the race lies in this gregar- 
ian instinct: in the fact that we need each 
other. 
Man's social needs are as impera- 
tive as his physical needs. 
As the grocery 
and 
meat market supply the demand for 
food, so, to many of our brothers, the sa- 
loon 
furnishes the readiest and cheapest 
means of gratifying the social instinct. As 
long as this be true so long will it be pa- 
tronized by him." 


This sounds well, and the unthinking 
reader will be apt to accei)t it. But there 
is a fallacy in it. The workman flees from 
his home that he may find coneeniul society, 
relief for tired hand and brain, reli< f from 
the dusty factory and noisy shop. 
But 
how is it with his wife? She is gregarious, 
also; she has been cooped up in that same 
unlovely home so graphically depicted all 
the day long; she has worked hard all day, 
and when we consider her weaker physicpie 
and more nervous organization, she stands 
just as much in need of change of scene, 
of cangenial companionshij), of relief from 
squalid house and noisy children as does 
her husband from his all-day surroundings. 
But she cannot .yo to the saloon, and, "with 
friendly neighbors," find gralitication. No; 
she must stay amid the identical surround- 
ings that have been hers all day, and sjiend 
the evening alone, without her husband's 
society to cheer her. 


This plea is that of a coward. 
The es- 
sence of maiTiage is companionship. Why 
can he not make a companion of his wife, 
and, if his home has "nothing in it to ex- 
cite mental activitj'," why does he not take 
the money he spends in befuddling himself 
with beer to piirchase books and papers, 
and things to redeem its barrenness? Why 
must the wife be condemned to a life with- 
in this arid waste of a home, so vividly 
pictured, while the husband need not? The 
logic is false, one-sided; it will not bear 
honest investigation. 


Continuing the discussion of this branch 
of the subject, the document goes on as 
follows: 


"A circular issued by one of your tem- 
perance organizations makes the startling 
announcement that 30,000 minors habitu- 
ally visit saloons; if that statement be true, 
and we will not dispute it, the number of 
minors visiting saloons must be constantly 
increasing, for the causes producing that 
slate of things are operating unchecked, 
and unless some more suitable, more at- 
tractive place of meeting can iu some way 
be provided for these young people the re- 
sult will continue forever. 
The need for 
society is especially strong in the young. 
Light,music, cheerful company,.and change 
of scene are needs of existence with them. 
As the saloons furnish all these, it is an in- 
evitable consequence that they will frequent 
them." 


This is but an extension of the same 
chain of false reasoning. 
Cause is placed 
for effect. If the workingman who spends 
his leisure hours among the dirty, foul- 
smelling, debasing surroundings of a beer- 
shop were to spend the money he there 
wastes in making a comfortable, cJieerful 
home for his wife and ch'ildreja, there 
would be no reason why the latt,îr could 
not receive their young friends there, and 
have society, and music, and all these 
things which are regarded as necessities. 
The truth is, the example of the father is 
potent: the children—that is, the male 
ones—follow his footsteps to the saloon; 
the girls are condemned to the same life 
and surroundings as their mother. 
Pray, 
is not the need for society as great for girls 
as for boys? Is the longing therefor not 
as great among the one sex as the other? 
Must 
the 
girls 
be 
denied, 
"light, 
music, 
cheerful 
company, and change 
of 
sccne," 
that 
the 
boys 
may have 
an excuse to loaf in beer-saloons and 
low aives, and follow in the footsteps of a 
brutish, besotted, selfish father? 
Again, 
we all know that the j'oung need the socie- 
ty of both sexes. If a boy spends his even- 
ings in a saloon, how can he meet the other 
sex—at least the decent members of it? 
And how can young ladies enjoy male so- 
ciety if the young men are all to be hang- 
ers-cm at saloons? 
Shall they go to the 
saloons also? 


Then the third point is taken up—"in- 
dustrial conditions." 
We give the follow- 
ing extr.icts, which give a fair statement of 
the aif-'unient: 


"If it bf true that physical exhaustion 
and mental depression create a desire for 
stimulants, ihen are the industrial condi- 
tions encompassing him unceasing, fruiti'nl 
causes of intemperance. 
Upholster'^rs and 
mattressmakers are obliged by their em- 
ployers to work iu rooms with the air thick 
with dust and small particles of vegehible 
matter; the a^r is sometimes so filled with 
this dust that it is impossible to see across 
the room. Breathing this constantly causes 
catarrh and consumption. 


" I n many trades, as in dry-grinding, the 
workman has no choice but to breathe the 
ftir chsârged with small parl^sle« ot metallic 


ing under fheise conditions iereat^s extreme 
physical depression and an abnormal thirst 
which can only be assuaged by stimulants. 


"Add to these facts another—that the 
worker is rarely provided with a place in 
which to eat his dinner except in the midst 
of the dust and poison-laden atmosphere 
of his occupation; that seldom is any pro- 
vision made for washing his hands or faca 
—can he be blamed for adjourning to the 
saloon, where he finds change of air. a 
chance to become cleaned, and the abnor- 
mally craved stimulant to wash his dinner 
down his dust-filled throat?" 


That many trades are pernicious to 
health is unfortunately too true; but this 
affords no excuse for intemperance. The 
effect of alcohol is to open the pores, and 
render the absorption of ¡ioisonous dust, 
etc., more certain. 
It enfeebles the sys- 
tem, and renders it less ablcj to resist the 
environment. 
And it is not true that work- 
ing in foundries, smithies, and lurniture 
factories creates an abnormal thirst "which 
can 
onb7 be assuaged by 
stimulants." 
Thirst is created, but it can be satisfied 
with pure water; there is nothing "abnor- 
mal" about such thirst. 
Water, tea, or 
coffee are as efficacious as beer, whisky, 
and other forms of body-rot. 
The plea is 
that of a drunkard seeking to excuse his 
appetite. 


The writer of this document immediate- 
ly follows the last portion quoted above 
with the following, which he evidently con- 
siders to be a clincher of what has gone 
before: 


"In the evening, as he leaves his work, 
with its mind and body destroying influ- 
ences, disgusted with his condition, dissat- 
isfied with his meager pay, discouraged by 
the knowledge that his day's experience is 
to be repeated as long as he is able to give 
satisfaction to his employer, with no attract- 
ive home influences reaching out to him, is 
it a matter iov astonishment if he repairs to 
the saloon, where, in the co'npauionship of 
his friends, with the blandishments of the 
saloon-keeper, and the stimulus of the 
liquor, he finds relief and comfort uv talk- 
ing shop or politics?" 


AVe should think it extremely likely that 
a man who kept his F-ystem constantly sat- 
urated with beer and \vhisky would be dis- 
gusted with h's condition. 
The vile poison 
breeds all k^nds of morbid feelings. And it 
depends upon whether he be a coward or 
not whether he goes to a saloon on his way 
home. 
A decent man would have a healthy 
appetite for his supper, and would go brisk- 
ly home to get it; ami if he stopped on the 
way at all, it would be to spend his money, 
not tor beer, but for something good to 
eat, 
to 
take 
home 
to 
share 
with 
his 
wife 
and 
children. 
God 
pity the workingmen of 
this h n d if 
tliev all were the selfish brutes pictured by 
the socialistic writer! 
Is a man to consider 
himself the be-all and end-all of his life? 
Does he owe nothing to his family, his 
friends? Is he, because he is poor and 
obliged to work, to consider ttiat it is his 
duty to be constantly buying beer iu a 
saloon? 


And, again, how about his wife? Why 
shall not some of the lachrymose pi y 
which is lavished on him because his day s 
xperience "is to be lep.-ated as long as he 
s able to give satisfaction to his employ- 
er," not extended to his unfortunate wife, 
who is likewise compelled every day, as 
long as life lasts, her toil in that h o m j so 
giaphicaily described as "with no attractive 
influences?" The whole argument is bad. 
As we said before, cause is put for effect, 
and effect for cause. 
The home is wretch- 
ed and unatliac;ive because the money that 
would make it so goes into the till of the 
saloonkeeper. 
"The man loafs in tho 
saloon because he wants to drink, not be- 
cause his home could not be pleasant if he 
wished to make it so. 


The whole document affords incontest- 
able reasons why tho saloon should be 
abolished. 
Crush the dr.nk traffic, close 
up every saloon, and the man will be no 
worse off than his wife and children. If 
they can stand the home which is always 
painted in such unattractive hues, so can 
he. 
And if he has not the opportunity to 
become a dnmken loafer every night, it may 
be that his dormant manhood' will reassert 
itself, and he begin to learn his duty as a 
husband and father, and do if. lie may 
make his home attractive, and take pie is- 
ure in the society of his wife and receiving 
and repaying the visits of friends. 
But so 
long as there are such teachers as the author 
of this precious document—a blind leader 
of the blind—he will not do so if there is a 
saloon wherein he (;an loiter. 
The work- 
ingmen should look at this question in the 
iiglit of truth and honesty 
and justice. 
When they can once see the situation as it 
really is, they will join hands in a mighty 
effort to 
Pulverize 
ihe Rum 
Poicer. 


T H E F L Y I N G Y E A R S . 


Drunkenness in Switzsrland. 


Drunkenness having greatly increased in 
Switzerland, the Swiss are about to try a 
new experiment for restricting the sale of 
alcohol. 
The manufacture of f;pirits has 
been made a federal monopoly, all distillers 
being required to sell their produce to the 
State, which will then resell it to the con- 
sumer. The quality will be improved, strict 
regulations being enforced as to the sub- 
stances used in distillation; but the retail 
price will be raised, the Federal Govern- 
ment expecting to raise £400,000 a year 
from the monopoly, seven and one-half per 
cent, of which must be spent by the Can- 
tons on measures calculated to check the 
abuse of alcohol. 
It will be interesting to 
watch the effect of this experiment, which 
is the first eff'ort ever made on a great 
scale to reduce the consumption of con- 
centrated alcohol, while leaving that of 
diffused alcohol, as in wine and cider, un- 
touched. 
English teetotalers will think the 
eff'ort thus limited very foolish; but doc- 
tors, we suspect, will be of a different 
opinion. It will be observed that when the 
State has once obtained the monopoly it 
will be possible, if that is thought wise, to 
sell spirits on doctors' orders only—say for 
two years—and see what is the result of 
that.—London 
Spectator. 


Medical Couverts* 


Dr. W. H. Draper's review of the prog- 
ress of Therapeutics, delivered before the 
Academy of Medicine, New York, is im- 
portant in its statement of the position the 
profession is now taking in regard to alco- 
holic liquors. 
Formerly the support which 
medical men gave to the use of stimulants 
was one of the great obstacles iu the way 
not only of those who urged prohibition, 
but even of those who argued tor temper- 
ance. 
But now Dr. Draper says: "The 
majority of thoughtful physicians are per- 
suaded that the usefulness of alcoholic stim- 
ulants as food is overestimated. 
They ar e 
coming to believe that alcoholic stimulants 
are not only unnecessary to a healthy man, 
but that the effect o$, such stimulants upon 
the nutrition is deteriorating, and one of 
the most powerful agencies in producing 
degeneration." 
This implies that if tlie 
reformers who 
fight the rum tiaffic will 
wait a little while the doctors will catch u^ 
to them.—Baptist 
Weekly.

We Stumid Not Measure Our Tears by 
Our Sorrows, but by Our Joys—For One 
Stalk of Nlshtshade There Are Fifty 
Bloomins Marigolds and Harebells. 


BKOOKiiYN, Jan. 2.—This moaning, at 
the Tabernacle, the Rev. T. De Witt Tal- 
mage, D. D., expounded some passages of 
Scripture ^concerning the longevity of the 
patritirchs.' He gave out the hymn begin- 
ning: 


My days arc gliding swiftly by. 
And i, a pilgririustr .nger,

His text was Genesis xlvii. 8: "How Old 
Art Thou?" 
The preacher said: 


The Egyptian capital was the focus of 
the world's wealth. 
In ships and barges 
there had been brought to it from 
India

and diamonds; from the north, marble and 
iron; from 
Syria, purple and silk; from 
Greece, some of the finest horses in the 
world, and some of the most 
brilliant 
chariots, and from all the earth that which 
could best please the eye, and charm the 
ear, and gratify the taste. 
There 
were 
temples 
aflame" with red sandstone, en- 
tered by the gateways that were guarded by 
pillars bewildering with hieroglyphics, and 
wound with brazen serpents, and adorned 
with winged 
creatmes—their 
eyes, and 
beaks, and pinions glittering with precious 
stones. 
There 
were 
marble 
columns 
blooming into white 
flower 
beds; there 
were stone pillars, at the top bursting into 
the shape of the lotus when in full 
bloom. 
Along the avenues, lined with sphinx and 
fane and obelisk, there were princes who 
carrie in gorgeously upholstered palanquin, 
carried by servants in scarlet, or else- 
where drawn 
by vehicles, 
the 
snow- 
white horses, 
golden-bitted 
and

abreast, dashing at full run. There were 
fountains from stone wreathed vases climb- 
ing the ladders of the light. 
You would 
hear a bolt shove and a door of brass would 
open like a flash of the sun. The surround- 
ing gardens were saturated with odors that 
mounted the terrace and dripped from the 
arbors, and burned their incense in the 
Egyptian noon. 
On floors of mosaic the 
glories of Pharaoh were spelled out in let- 
ters 
of porphyry and borj'l and 
flame. 
There were ornaments twisted from the 
wood of tamarisk, embossed with silver, 
breaking into foam. 
There were footstools 
made.out of a single precious stone. There 
were beds fashioned out of a crouched lion 
in bronze 
There were chairs spotted with 
the sleek hides of leopards. 
There were 
sofas footed with, the claws of wild beasts 
and armed with the beaks of birds. 
As yon 
stand on the level beach of the sea on a 
summer day and look either way, and there 
are miles of breakers, white with the ocean 
foam, dashing shoreward; so it seemed as 
if the sea of the world's pomp and wealth 
in the Egyptian capital for miles and miles 
flung itself up into whit3 breakers of mar- 
ble temple, mausoleum and obelisk. 


It was to this capital and the palace of 
Pharaoh that Jacob, the plain sjepherd, 
came to meet his son Josei)h, who had be- 
come prime minister in the royal apartment. 
Pharaoh and Jacob meet, dignity and rus- 
ticity, the gracefulness of the court and the 
plain manners of the Held. The king, want- 
ing to make the old countryman at ease, 
and seeing how white his be ird is and how 
feeble his step, looks familiarly into his 
face and says to the aged man: "How old 
art thou?" 


Night before last the gate of eternity 
opened to let in, amid tho great throng of 
departed centuries, the soul of the dying 
year. 
Under the tweltth stroke of the 
brazen hammer of the city clock the patri- 
arch fell dead, and the stars of the night 
were the funeral torc-lies. 
It is most 
fortunate that on this road of life there are 
so many milestones, on which we can read 
just how fast we are going toward the jour- 
nev's end. 
1 feel that it is not an inappro- 
priate <]uestion that I ask to-day wht u I 
look into your faces and say, as Pharaoh 
did to Jacob, the patriaicti: "How old art 
thou?" 


People who are truthfiil on every othr-r 
subject, lie about their ages, so that I do 
not solicit from you any literal response to 
the questiou I have asked. I would put no 
one under temptation; but I simply want, 
this morning, to see by what rod it is we 
are measuring our earthly exigence. 
It is 
with reference to this higher meaning that 
I confront j'ou, this morning, with the stu- 
pendous 
question of the text, and ask: 
"How old art thou?" 


There are many who estimate their life by 
mere worldly gratification. 
When 
Lord 
Dundas was wished a happy New Year, he 
said: 
"It will h'ave to be a happier year 
than the past, for I hadn't one happy mo- 
ment in all the twelve months that have 
gone." But tbat 
has 
not been 
experience 
of 
most of us. We 
found that though the world is blasted 
with sin, it is a very bright and beautiful 
place to reside in. We have had joys 
innumerable. 
There is no hostility be- 
tween the gospel and the merriments and 
the festivities of life. 
I do not think that 
we fully enough 
appreciate the worldly 
pleasures God gives us. When you recount 
your enjoyments, you do not go far enough 
back. 
Why do you not go back to the time 
when you were an inf:mt in your mother's 
arms, looking up into the heaven of her 
smile; to those days when you filled the 
house with the uproar of boisterous merri- 
ment; when .you shouted as you pitched 
the ball on the play-ground; when, on the 
cold, sharp winter night, mufllod up, on 
skates you shot out over the resounding ice 
of the pond? 
Have you forgotten all these 
good days that the Lord gave you? 
W^ere 
you never a boy? 
Were you never a girl? 
Between those times and this, how many 
mercies, how many kindnesses the Lord 


every one. 
Pope, applauded of all tlie 
world, has a stoop in the shoulder that 
annoys bnn so much that he has a tannel 
dug, so tbat he may go unobserved from 
garden to grotto and from grotto to garden. 
Cano, the famous Spanish artist, is dis- 
gusted with the crucifix that the priest 
holds before him, because it is such a poor 
specimen of culture. 
And so, sometimes 
through •*ste and sometimes 
through 
learned menace, and sometimes 
through 
physical distresses—aye, in ten thousand 
ways, troubles come to harass and annoy. 
And yet it is unfair to measure a man's life 
by his misfortunes, because where there is 
one stalk of nightshade there are fifty 
marogelds and harebells; where there is 
one cloud thunder charged there are hun- 
dreds that stray across the heavens, the 
glory of land and sky asleep in their 
bosom. 
Because death came and took 
your child away, did you immediately for- 
get all the five years, or the ten years, or 
the fifteen years in which she came every 
night lor a kiss, all the tones of your heart 
pealing 
forth at the 
sound 
of 
her 
voice or the soft touch of her hand? 
Because in some 
financfal 
Euroeh'don 
your fortune went into the breakers', did 
you forget all thoso years in which the 
luxuries and extravapances of life showered 
on your pathway? 
Alas! that is an unwise 
man, an ungrateful man, an unfair man, 
an unphilosophic man, and, most of all; 
an unchristian man, who measures his life 
on earth by groans and tears, and dyspeptic 
fit and abuse, and scorn and terror, and 
neuralgic thrust. 


Again, I remark that there are many 
people who estimate their lite on earth by 
the amount of money they have accumu- 
lated. 
They say: 
"The year 186G, or lij76, 
or 1886 was wasted." 
Why? 
Made no 
money. 
Now, it is all cant and insincerity 
to talk against money as though it had no 
value. 
It is retinement, and education, and 
ten thousand blessed surroundings. 
It is 
the spre'iding of the table that feeds your 
children's hunger. 
It is the lightning of 
the furnace that keeps you warm. 
It is the 
making of the bed on which j'ou rest from 
care and anxiety. 
It is the carrj'ing out at 
last of you to decent sepulture, and the 
putting up of the slab, on which is chiseled 
the story of your 
Christian hope. 
It 
is 
simply 
hypocrisy, 
this 
tirade 
in 
pulpit and lecture hall, against money, 
as though it had no uses. 
It is hands, 
and feet, and sails, and ten thousand 
grand and glorious enterprises. 
But while 
all this is so, he who uses money, or thinks 
of money as anything but a means to an 
end. Will find out bis mistake when the 
elittering treasures slip out of his nerve- 
less gia-p, and he goes out of this world 
without a'shilling of mon<-y or a certificate 
of s'n?k. 
He might better have been the 
C h . . , i . j i porter that opened his gate, or 
the begrimed 
workman who last 
night 
heaved ihe coal into his cellar. 
Bonds and 
mortgages and leases have their use, but 
they make a poor yardstick with which to 
measure life. 
They that boast themselves 
iu their weal.h. and trust on the multitude 
of their riches, none of them cau by any 
means redeem his brother, nor give to God 
a ransom for him, thi.t he could not see 
corruption. 
"Wise m» n die, likewise the 
fool and the brutish person perish, and 
leave their wealth to others." 


But I remark: 
There are many—I wish 
there 
were 
more—who 
estimate 
their 
life by their moral and spiritual develop- 
ment. 
It is not sinful egotism for a 
Christian m m to say: "I am purer than 
1 used to be. 
I am more consecrated to 
Christ than I used to be. 
I have got over 
a great many of the bad habits in which I 
used to indulge. 
I am a yreat deal 
better 
man than I usert to be." 
There is no sin- 
ful ego: ism in that. 
It is not base egotism 
for a soldier to say: "I know more about 
military tactics than I used to before I 
took a musket in my hand, and learned to 
'pres 'nt arms.' and when I was a pest to 
the drilling otUcer." 
It is not base ego- 
tism for a sailor to say: "I know how 
better to clew down the 
mizxcutopsail, 
than I used to before I had (ver seen a 
ship." 
And there is no sinful 
e^otism 
wlien a Christian man, fiiihting the battle-! 
of the Lord, or if you will have it, voyag- 
ing toward a haven of eternal rest, 
says: 
"1 know more about spiritual tactics, and 
about voyaging toward heaven than I used 
to." 
Why, there are those in this 
pres- 
ence who have measured lances with many 
a foe, and unhorsed it. There are Chris- 
ti iu men here who have become swarthy 
by hammering at tho forge of ealamity. 
They stand on an eutirel}- diti'erent plane 
of character from that which they once 
occupied. 
They are measuring their lite 
on earth by golden-gated 
Sabbaths, by 
Pentecostal praj'er-mcetings, by commun- 
ion tables, by baptismal fonts, by halle- 
lujahs in the temple. 
They have stood ou 
S nai and heard it thunder. 
They have 
stood ou Pisgah and looked over into the 
Promi.'ied Land. 
They have stood on Cal- 
vary and seen the cross bleed. 
They can, 
like Paul the Apostle, write on their heav- 
iest troubles "light," and "but for a mo- 
ment." 
The darkest night their soul is ir- 
radiated, as was tue night over Bethlehem, 
the ' by the faces of those who have come to 
have 
proclaim 
glory and good cheer. 
They 
are only waiting lor the gate to open, and 
the chains to fall off, and the glory to 
begin. 


I remark again: There are many—and I 
wish there were more—who are estimating 
life by the amount of good they can do. 
John Bradford said he count d that day 
nothing at all in which he had not, by pen 
or tongue, done some good. 
If a miin be- 
gins right, I cannot tell how many te-irs he 
may wipe away, how many burdens he may 
lift, how many orphans he may comfort, 
how many outcasts he may reclaim. 
Ti;ere 
have been men who have given their whole 
life in the right direction, concentrating all 
their wit and ingenuity, 
and 
mental 
acumen, and physical force and enthu- 
siasm for Christ. They climbed the moun- 


soon be over, and I hope to keep my dig- 
nity to the last." Malherbe said in his 
last moments to bis confessor: "Hold your 
tongue. 
Y'our miserable style puts me out 
of conceit with heaven." 
Lord 
Chester- 
field in hi3 last moments, when he ought 
t o have.been praying for hi=J soul, bothered 
himself about the proprieties of tbe sick- 
room, and said: "Give Dayrolles a chair." 
Godfrey Kneller spent his last hours on 
earth in drawing a diagram of his own 
monument. Compare the silly and horrible 
departure of such men with the seraphic 
glow on the face of Edward Payson, as he 
said in his last moments: "The breezes of 
heaven fan me. I float in a sea of glory." 
Or, with Paul the Apostle, who said in his 
last hour: 'T am now ready to be oifered 
up, and the^ime of my departure is at 
hand. 
I have fought the good 
fight, 
I 
have kept the faith. 
Henceforlh, there 
is laid up j?or me a crown of 
righteousness 
which the Lord, the righteous judge, will 
give me." Or compartí it with the Christian 
deathbed that you witnessed in your own 
household. 
Oh, my friends, this world is 
a false god! It will consume you with the 
blaze in v/hich it accepts j-our sacrifice, 
while the righteous shall be" held in ever- 
lasting remcMnbrance; and when the thrones 
have fallen, and the monuments 
have 
crumbled, and the world has perished, they 
shall banquet with the conquerors of earth 
and the hierarchs of heaven. 


This is a good day in which to begin a 
new style of measurement.

thou? 
Yoa see the Christian way of meas- 
uring life and the worldly way of measur- 
ing it.

Do you wonder that, when that man on the 
Hudson River, in indignation, tore up the 
tract which was handed to him, and just 
one word liinded on his coal-sleeve—the 
rest of the tract being pitched into the 
river, that one word aroused his soul. 
It 
was that one word, so long, so broad, so 
high, so deep, eternity!

"Time,"

You could not afford to go back to 
bojhood if it were possible. 
You might do 
a great deal worse than you have done. 
The past is gone! 
Look out for the f u - 
ture ! 


To all Christians it is a time of gladness. 
I am glad the years are going. 
You are

Let your counte- 
nance light up with the thought.

home.

The Responsibility for the Bnidfti 
Accident — Were the Thdii« 
msn Drank ? 


Passengers* St4)ries of the Horrtr— 
How Forrester Was Sent Hy- 
ing Tbrongh tbe Roof. 


[Cleveland (O.) special.] 


The wieck of the trains in tbe fearfUl 
accident on the Baltimore and Ohioneav 
Kepublic is all cleared away and tbe fall- 
ing snow has obliterated all the evidenced 
of the fateful catastrophe. 
The remain» 
of the nine bodies of the unfortunate vie* 
tims are in charge of the Coroner at Be* 
public. 
Every piece of burnt 
clothings 
keys, and everything that was not utterly 
destroyed has been gathered up to aid i » 
the identification of bodies. 
The respon- 
sibility of the accident is now placed 
upon the freight conductor, Fletcher, who- 
pulled out of a siding four miles vest of 
Eepublic without orders, intending to mak» 
the siaing at Republic for the passenger 
train. 
He missed his calculation just on©^ 
mile, and the ashes of the unknown victims 
testify to his criminal caielessness. 
It i s 
furtner openly charged that the engineer of 
the freight train was intoxicated. 
Whetbw 
this is true or not is not positively known» 
One thing is certain, and that is tbat 
» 
erreat share of fhe responsibility, if not all-: 
of it, rests upon the conductor and engi- 
neer of the freight. 
They knew they were- 
encroaching on the time of the limited ex- 
press before their train came to a stands 
still. 


Mr. Kvans' iirapliic Story of the Accident 


Mr. T. G. E rans of Pittsburgh, Pa., wa» 
a passenger on the ill-fated Baltimore ¿k 
Ohio train. 
He occupied a berth in thO' 
forward sleeper, and was asleep at the m o - 
ment of the collision. 


"I did not hear the crash," he said. 
" I 
was awakened by the jar. Our car trem^ 
bled and vibrated so that I thought it waa 
careening and about to fall on its side. 
I 
raised the blind-, looked out the window, 
fcnd saw we were standing still. I shouted 
to the otlier passengers that we were all 
right, and told them not to be alarmed. As 
I looked through the window I saw t b e 
flames 
from the burning cars, and heard 
cries for help. 
I hurriedly dressed myself,, 
but by the time I got out the heat was s o 
intense that we could not get within fifty 
feet of the smoking-car. 
M. S. Parks, gbT 
Washington, had sprung through the win- 
dow of the smoking-car, but his feet h a d 
been caught in the wrec A, and he was hang- 
ing downward. 
He died in a short time, 
and in a few minutes I saw his skull drop 
ofi', a blackened cinder. I heard no screams 
nor cries after I got out of the sleeper. 
The weather was very cold, and big tires 
were prooably burning in the sioves. T h e 
telescoping of the ciirs had crushed t h e 
stoves and scattered the coals 
through,

Mr. Bcvans Tells What He Saw. 


Louis A. Bevans, of Zanesville, Ohio, o » 
his way to Nebraska, was among thoso- 
who were in the first coach after the 
smoker. 
At the Windsor Hotel, Cbictigo, 
he told his experience to a reporter: 


"I was all dressed, with fhe exception o f ' 
my shoes, when the shock came. 
Hastily 
putting on my shoes and fiat and with m y 
overcoat in my hand I ru-hed out. I was 
about the first man to get out of tho coach, 
but even when I jumped to the ground' 
smoke and flames were issuing from the 
wrecked cars. 
It was the most completer 
wreck I ever saw, and even worse than I. 
ever imagined could be produced by a col- 
lision. 
The baggage-car was crushed lil»- 
an eggshell against (he tender of the pas- 
senger engine, while tbe smoking-car was- 
split in two and piled on top of the generat 
wreck. 
The whole forward end of the- 
smoker had disappeared and was scattered 
about in the form of splinters and twisted 
iron-work. 


"Immediately after I jumped out of the 
car the people began pouring out. The 
railroad m n seemed verv cool under t h a 
circumstances, and called on all the m e n 
to help push back the coaches and sleepers», 
as they were in great danger of -catchini^ 
fire. 
Itwas a little up-grade, but enougli. 
of us got hold to push tbe cars back about^ 
sixty feet. 
In the meantime the fire in.

There was not a drop of water to 
be had^ and all we could do was to stand 
by and let it burn. 
We did not hear thtt 
shrieks of the wounded, as some of the a c - 
counts say, because nearly every one in th» 
smoking-car excejiting the four men who 
escaped were either stunned or instantly 
killed by ti e shock. . 


"M. H. Parks and the fireman were the 
only ones who sutiered great agony and 
lost their lives. I was about the tii-st man 
to discover Parks.

of us ran toward him.

Georfto Wood an offer to play nt the 
Broadway Theater, Xew York, and, 
handing me the letter lo perubo, naked 
my opinion. His acceptance was nd-

"I wilt accept if you •will go with me," 


Owens replied, with emphasis.

you?" 


"Manage the press!" was the -re- 


sponse. 


Tho Kcw York engagement began 


August '29, 18G1; it tenniiiated May 20, 
1865. On the succeeding day we Bailed 
for England. Tho monetary results so 
far were $52,000 for Owens, $15,000 for 
myself. 
Although engaged only to 


"mannge flio pres?," my (services grad- 
ually widened into the management of 
tho Broadway Theater also. My com- 
pensation was a fixed salary of $100 per

Journal, and is destined to cut no 
small ilguro in supplying tlio worlc 
with moats. Tho grazing cap icity of 
Brazil, tlio Argentine Kepnblir, and 
other South American States is prac- 
tii-ally unlimited, and the only reason 
that more meats have not been shipped 
from those countries is because they 
have not eo far been in possession of a 
class of cattlo that would produce meal 
that could compete in foreign markets 
with the juicy products of other meut- 
prodncing sections. But this evil is 
likely to bo remedied as rapidly as 
money and blood can create better ani- 
mals, for tho sharp-eyed Yankee and 
tho Englishman with plethoric pocket- 
book have their eyes on the broad 
grazing grounds of this Southern con- 
tinent, nnd soon thcro will bo such an 
exportation of improved bulls to that 
country as never was known before in 
any country, ami the Southern scrubs 
will rapidly disappear and their places 
be taken b'y better beef -producing ani- 
mals. Then will the improved methods 
of marketing dressed meats Impntiuto 
operation in the large seaport towns on 
a heavy scales, and South America will 
become famous as a source of supply 
for provisions. Wo have no reason to 
suppose that the grasses in those coun- 
tries will not makn as fine a quality of 
bcc-f as the grasses of any other coun- 
try in tlio world, and when once a good 
breed of rattla has taken the place of 
tho inferior cattlo now gracing there. 
wo shall see good meats in abundance 
shipped from Buenos Ayren nnd other 
convenient ports. In fact, tho climate 
conditions of a great part of South 
America are exactly such as would 
produce the most nutritions grasses, 
the heavy rainfalls which cause sncfi a 
luxuriant growth of gr-iss being fol- 
lowed by long seasons of suushiue, 
which cure.1! the grass no effectually. 
Era long tho pampas of South Amer- 
ica will bo browsed by shorthorns and 
tlcreforda, which are. looked after by 
Engl Bhmcn and Americans, who will 
Uso operate large dressed-be'ef estab- 
lishments, and help to keep up tbo 
world's supply of meat.

My room-mate said ' that a 
fa'! man had objected to the pianist, 
and suggested that he was playing pi- 
aiii'stjimu when ho should have- played 
fortissimo, and trouble grow oat of 
this which had ended in the death of 
the pianist and the injury of several 
disinterested spectators. 


And yet the excitement of knowing 


that you might bo killed at any mo- • 
nient made the theater more attractive, 
and instead of scaring men away it 
rather induced patronage. Of course 
it prevented the attendance of ladies 
who were at all timid, but it did not 
cause any fulling oil' in the receipts. 
Some thought it aided a Rood deal, os- 
Eecially where the show itaclf didn't 


ave much blood in it. 
The JSella Union was a pretty fair 


sample of tbe theater iu those day a.

The programme was qnito varied. Ne- 


gro minstrelsy, sleigh t-of-h and, optira 
bonffe, lifyU tragedy, and that Orien- 
tal style of quadrillu called the khan- 
khan, if my sluggish memory be not at 
auU-, formed tlio principal attractions 
of the evening. 


At about 10::i» or 11 o'clock the 


khan-ldiau was produced upon tho stage. 
In thu midst of it u lull man rose up 
ut tho back of the ball, and came iirm- 
ly djwn tho aisle with a large, earnest 
revolver in his right hand. He was n 
powerfully built mnn, with a dyed 
rnii-jt acho and wicked eye on each side 
of hiu thin, red nose, lie threw up thu 
revolver with a little click that sounded 
very loud to me, for ho had stopped 
right behind me and rested his left 
hand on my shoulder as ho g>v/cd over 
on tho utBgc.
